THE LOST CAUSE. 


41 THE RISE AND FALL OF THE CON­ 
FEDERATE GOVERNMENT." 


Jeff. Davis’ H istory of the Rebellion—He 
Defends 
Secession, 
and 
Goes 
for His Old Enemies. 


(Prom the Chicago Times.) 
For some years it has been understood 
th at Jefferson Davis, ex-President of the 
late Confederacy, was engaged in writing 
a history of the Government of which he 
was the head, and of the war it waged for 
its own perpetuation and the independ­ 
ence of the people who created it. 
Late 
reports have intimated that this work was 
completed, or approaching completion, 
and that it would be given to the public 
in a few weeks by one of the principal 
publishing houses in the city of New York ; 
but for some reason the author and pub­ 
lishers have maintained the most pro­ 
found secrecy as to the contents of the 
book and it3 general tenor and scope. 
Believing th at the work of the ex-high 
priest of the Lost Cause must be of consid­ 
erable interest to the American people, 
the Timen has taken the trouble to ob­ 
tain some information concerning it, and 
to-day, in a letter from a representative of 
this paper in New York, the mystery in 
which the forthcoming publication has been 
enveloped is removed, and a brief but com­ 
prehensive outline of its contents is given. 
This, it may be added, is of unquestionable 
authenticity, and, as the New York papers 
have utterly failed thus far to give the 
public any information on the subject, the 
Times feels justified in referring to the 
m atter as a piece of exclusive news, har­ 
vested for its readers in the lield which the 
local press has confessed itself unable to 
cultivate to the point of productiveness. 
“ I shall put in the hands of the children 
of our dead,” Mr. Davis is reported as say­ 
ing when he first entered upon this work, 
4-a justification of the cause for which their 
fathers died." And more recently he has 
been quoted as saying : “ My work is done, 
and on that work I am willing that the 
cause and the author shall be judged.” 
It 
is not probable, nevertheless, that the in­ 
telligent children of Southern men 


WHOSE LIVKS WERE SACRIFICED 
In the rebellion will find in the pages of 
the work now epitomized by the Times any 
better reason than they had previously 
known for that revolutionary attem pt, or 
that the cause of the Confederacy or its 
President will be more favorably judged 
than it has been by the world at large, be­ 
cause of anything in this book. 
Mr. Davis 
combats the idea that slavery was the 
cause of the war, contending that the para­ 
mount question was the equality of the 
two sections in the Territories. 
This 
equality 
was 
destroyed 
by 
‘‘Federal 
usurpation.” The adoption of the Missouri 
compromise was the beginning of these 
usurpations, he thinks, yet, rather incon­ 
sistently, he holds 
that 
after it was 
adopted it should have been adhered to. 
If there was any “ usurpation” in the re­ 
peal of that agreement, many living men 
can vouch that it was not the work of the 
N orth. 
The repeal was demanded with 
pne accord by the Southern delegations in 
Congress, and, in the weakest and most 
unfortunate 
moment 
of his life, Mr. 
Douglas submitted to their dictation and 
consented to champion the demand. 
Like 
the hungry dog in the fable, the South 
grasped at a huge shadow in that case, and 
lost substantial advantages of respectable 
proportions. 
At this point Mr. Davis 
seems to abandon the theory that slavery 
was ndt the cause of the rebellion, for he 
confesses that the repeal reopened the 
question of slavery in the Territories, pre­ 
cipitating violent 
political 
strife, and 
finally compelling the South, in “ self-de­ 
fense,” to take a decided stand. 


THE TRUTH IS, 
The South had no material interest except 
slavery that was affected either by the 
adoption or the repeal of the Missouri com­ 
promise, and that interest went no further 
than the fact that in the slave holding Ter­ 
ritories a market might be found for the 
surplus product, if there happened to be 
any, of the slave-breeding .border States. 
For this paltry and abhorrent interest the 
South plunged into the rebellion war. The 
pretense that slavery in the Southern 
States was menaced by the election of Lin­ 
coln—an election effected by a party under 
which, Mr. Davis says, “ the Southern 
States could not live ”—is utterly folly. 
Propositions to guarantee that the institu­ 
tion of slavery should remain forever in­ 
destructible in the Southern States were 
made by the race convention assembled in 
W ashington in the early days of 1S61, and 
contemptuously rejected by the South. 
The Southern slave-breeders supposed they 
might some time accumulate larger stocks 
than the deadly work of the cotton and 
sugar regions could consume, and that a 
Territorial market for the surplus would 
he convenient. 
Iu addition to these, there 
were many ambitious gentlemen at the 
South who believed they were born to rule, 
and, as the growth of population in the 
North and West hid made it impossible for 
them to rule the whole country, they pro­ 
posed to establish an independent Govern­ 
ment and rule the States which adhered to 
it. 
W ild ambition, jealous hatred of the 
North, and the mercenary 


CREED OK THE SLAVE BREEDING CLASS— 
These combined made up the cause for 
which the Southern soldiers died. 
The 
book of Mr. Davis cannot make it a just 
or commendable one. 
A considerable part 
of the work is devoted to a laborious defense 
of the “ right of secession.” 
Many men 
believed in that right before the attem pt 
was actually made to exercise it, who very 
promptly and energetically denied it after­ 
ward. 
At best the declaration of such a 
right coubl never be more than an abstract 
proposition—“ abarren ideality”—without 
the assent of the preponderating part of 
the Union to its exercise. 
Even if the 
Constitution — the treaty of union, as 
Southern men considered it—had expressly- 
recognized the right of .States to withdraw 
at pleasure, the act of withdrawal would 
have made them alien enemies to the re­ 
maining States, and these would necessa­ 
rily have had the right to whip the others 
back, if they possessed that incontestable 
evidence of right, the power. 
No argu­ 
ment in favor of the right of secession as it 
was supposed by some to exist twenty 
years ago is worth a straw a3 a justification 
for a war in which the odds were three to 
one against the aggressors. 
The book of 
Mr. Dav-is will undoubtedly command an 
extensive sale and general attention. 
Bat 
there is no probability that it will materi­ 
ally influence the judgment of the present 
or future generations upon the merits of 
the rebellion or upon the causes which pro­ 
duced it. 
These causes have not been 
secrets, hidden in the recesses of Mr. 1>«r- 
vis’ brain till now.

N e w Y o r k . February- 10th. — “ TheRise 
and Fall of the Confederate Government,’ 
by Jefferson Davis, which is about to be 
issued in two volumes, of the size of the 
American Cyclopedia, by D. Appleton & 
Co., New York, is certain to be one of the 
literary sensations of the year. 
It will be 
before the public early this spring. 
The 
work will be issued in excellent style, un­ 
der the careful supervision of its author. 
I t will be sold solely by subscription, and 
the fact that over two thousand book can 
vassers have already applied for territory 
evinces the degree of curiosity- and interest 
which it is exciting. 
The illustrations will 
include twenty-four steel portraits of Con­ 
federate chieftains ; two groups of portraits 
of the members of Mr. Davis’ first and 
second cabinets ; another group showing 
the nine aids-de-camp who promulgated the 
orders which he gave as commander-in- 
chief of the Confederate forces, and two 
fine engravings of Mr. Davis, one repre 
8enting him at the age of Si, soon after he 
had settled in Mississippi to the quiet life of 
a cotton planter, fresh from the laurels he 
had won as a brave Lieutenant in the 
Blackhawk war. 
This was three years be­ 
fore he entered the field of politics, in 


which he was ever afterward conspicu­ 
ously brilliant and successful until hiB for­ 
tunes fell with the collapse of the Con­ 
federate Government. 
The other is taken 
from the portrait by Marshall, painted in 
1S70, when Mr. Davis was 62 years of age. 
Time has dealt gently with him in the 
years of his retirement, and it is said he 
has changed but very little since he sat for 
Marshall’s portrait. 
This man, now in the 
73d year of his age, emerges for the first 
time from the seclusion in which for many 
years he has enveloped his life. Ever since 
he walked ont of the prison at Fortress 
Monroe—expatriated in effect, but free, 
two years after G rant and Lee met under 
the apple tree at Appottomox—he has led 
as quiet and uneventful a life as ever fell 
to the lot of a great public character. 
He 
has studiously avoided the throngs of the 
gputhern populace who 


STILL REVERE HIM 
As the leader of the Lost Cause, and by 
whom the sight of him and the sound of 
his voice would still be enthusiastically 
welcomed. 
He has kept his opinions on 
public affairs to himself. 
His lips have 
been sealed to all the interviewers of the 
press. 
W hile Alexander H. Stephens, 
Robert Toombs, General Joseph E. John­ 
ston, and scores of the leading statesmen 
and soldiers of the Confederacy have said 
their say on matters part and present, with 
the utmost freedom and fullness, in the 
newspipers, in books, and in the national 
legislature, Jefferson Davis has been as 
conspicuous for his complete retirement 
from all the affairs of public life, as he was 
once prominent in the making of history. 
But though dumb, even in the humble role 
of a mere observer, he has not been inac­ 
tive. For ten years he has been laboriously 
gathering the material for the most elabo­ 
rate and undoubtedly the last defense of 
secession that will ever be written. 
The 
Southern people 
recognize 
it as 
the 
first formal 
and 
comprehensive 
his­ 
tory of 
their cause. 
They 
will wel­ 
come it 
as 
the 
first general 
history 
of their struggle. 
Iu Alex. H. Stephens’ 
books are presented his theories of what 
the Confederate policy in the field and in 
the Cabinet should have been, General 
Johnston tells the story of a campaign or 
two. 
All Southern histories yet published 
are more or less fragmentary, special, and 
narrow. 
Mr. Davis’ book is the first at­ 
tempt to cover the field. 
He will make an 
exhaustive justification of his policy and 
acts as President of the Southern Confed­ 
eracy, and a sharp, aggressive, even bitter 
attack upon the men who opposed him in 
his Cabinet and in his Congress. 
It will, 
without doubt, get all the Southern states 
men by the ears again, and revive the bit­ 
terness which marked the last despairing 
years of the Confederacy. 
It is said that 
some years ago Robert Toombs told Mr. 
Davis th at if he wanted any peace during 
the remaining years of his life he had bet­ 
ter leave his book as a post-mortem con­ 
tribution to history ; in other words, to 
defer its publication until after his death. 
This, not because of N orthern criticism,

REKINDLING OF 
SUPPRESSED ANIMOSITIES 
Among the Southern leaders. 
It is a fact 
that some of the moat prominent statesmen 
of the South are already sharpening their 
pencils for an attack upon 
Davis and 
his defense as soon as his history is issued. 
Certain of these public men have already 
been engaged by prominent journals to 
write elaborate reviews of the work. 
A 
Macon (Georgia) newspaper is authority 
for the statem ent that Bob Toombi has re­ 
cently refused to furnish his portrait for 
the volume, and th at he has expressed his 
willingness to wager that the book would 
not be Issued this spring, nor during his 
lifetime. 
Mr. Toombs expects to come in 
for his share of criticism in the forthcom­ 
ing work, and he propoaes to take up the 
cudgelB of defense in his own vigorous and 
explosive fashion. 
Fortunately for those 
who would like to see Mr. Toombs’ por­ 
trait in the work, he has concluded not to 
furnish it, after the publishers had pro­ 
vided themselves with an admirable like­ 
ness of himself. 
N either Mr. Davis nor 
his publishers have been willing as yet to 
give any information as to the contents of 
the book. 
They seem to prefer th at the 
public derive their first impressions of the 
work from the volumes themselves. 
From 
several sources, 
however, 
the 
Times 
correspondent 
has 
been 
able to ob­ 
tain considerable 
information 
as 
to 
the author’s scope 
and 
dtsign, 
and 
his method of historical treatm ent to­ 
gether with a brief synopsis of the argu­ 
ment with which the author supports and 
defends the doctrine of secession and the 
justicq, of the Southern 
cause, 
and a 
few details of the narrative portions of the 
work. 
W hat is here given about the book 
may be relied upon as perfectly aceu- 
rate as far as it goes. 
W ithout any injus­ 
tice to the author, the Times is able to pre­ 
sent the following facts as the first infor­ 
mation th at has been published in any de­ 
tail relative to the plan, argument and 
method of Jeff- rson Davis’ history. 
Mr. 
Davis’ introductory is a short one, covering 
not quite two pages. 
In it he makes a 
very clear, concise and forcible statem ent 
of the pol't cal principles which it is one 
of the main purposes of the history to de­ 
fend and justify. 
He dedicates his work 
to the widows and orphans of the Confed­ 
erate dead. 
He conceives it to be his duty 
to his countrymen to prepare this history 
of the rise and failure of their cause. 
He 
rinds in the structure of the thirteen inde­ 
pendent States, and their relations to each 
other, the primary principles and vested 
r.ghtson which he rests his 


VINDICATION OF THE CONFEDERACY. 
He evidences the doctrine of State sov­ 
ereignty, and the compact by which the 
States voluntarily gave their consent to a 
federation, with no design expressed or im ­ 
plied, ever to become fractional parts of a 
nation ; and he believes th at those who re­ 
sisted the violation of this original com­ 
pact were, in fact, the true fríen Is of the 
constitutional Union. 
I t is learned that 
the author, discussing principles and events 
in their natural and logical order, first 
gives his attention to African servitude, 
and the long and bitter sectional strife to 
which it gave rise. 
He then takes up the 
question of States rights, giving the con­ 
stitutional and historical arguments on 
which he rests the principle of State sov­ 
ereignty, and quoting copiously from all the 
authorities on the subject. 
These ques­ 
tions, and a full statem ent of the immediate 
causes of the war, occupy one-half of the 
first volume. 
The remainder of the work 
is given to a na.rative of the struggle, in­ 
cluding the fullest statem ent yet written 
from a Southern standpoint of the fierce 
dissensions in the Confederate councils, and 
of his defense of the prolongation of the 
war for many months after many of the 
ablest men in the South were fully con­ 
vinced that their struggle was a hopeless 
one. 
In opening the work, he treats of 
the early 
legislation on the subject of 
slaveiy. 
He acquits the South of all re- 
sponsioility for the existence in the midst 
of the peculiar institution, and calls a t­ 
tention to the fact that Virginia was the 
first State to prohibit the importation into 
its territory of blacks brought to this 
country and reduced to slavery, and that 
Georgia was the first State to incorporate 
in its Constitution a prohibition of the 
African slave trade. All through the work 
he treats of slavery, not as the cause of the 
war, but only as an incident of the seces­ 
sion movement. 


THE PARAMOUNT QUESTION 
He declares was equality in the Territories, 
and to the inability of the South to main­ 
tain its equal rights in the Territories and 
the new-made States of the Union he traces 
the conflict which intensified nntil it burst 
into open war. While npon this subject he 
speaks in condemnatory terms of the Mis­ 
souri compromise, which he regards as a 
surrender of rights which belonged to the 
South, and which it should have main­ 
tained. 
But after it was adopted he be­ 
lieved it should have been adhered to, and 
he arraigns the North and the Federal 
Government for the failure of the compro­ 
mise, which was practically repealed by the 
bills organizing the Territories of Kansas 
and Nebraska in 1859. 
It will be observed 
that Mr. Davis takes occasion to declare in 
many places throughout the work his devo­ 


tion to the constitutional Union. 
He in­ 
stances speeches which he made in 1851 
during his candidacy for Governor of Mis­ 
sissippi in opposition to Henry S. Foote. 
These speeches contained repeated declara­ 
tions of his adherence and devotion to the 
Union, and he affirms that his public deeds 
were at all times actuated by’ this spirit be­ 
fore the General Government began its 
violent encroachments on the rights of the 
States. In hia history of the slavery strug­ 
gles he has occasion to treat quite fully of 
the Administration of Franklin Pierce, un­ 
der whom he was Secretary of W ar. 
He 
is the sincere friend of Pierce, and the 
moderate eulogist of his Administration. 
He concedes to that gentleman higher and 
more admirable qnalities as a man and 
publicist than are enumerated in the refer­ 
ences which most contemporaneous histo­ 
rians make of him. 
Of his personal char­ 
acter he says : Mr. Pierce was a man who 
would never descend to meanness, who was 
true to his friends, bold in following out 
his convictions, and admirable for his truth 
and generosity. 
It was during the Pierce 
Administration that 


THE STRUGGLE IN KANSAS 
Between the free-soil and pro-slavery par­ 
ties culminated. 
In the bitterness of this 
struggle Mr. Davis finds the beginning of 
the immediate causes of the war. 
He de­ 
votes considerable space to a description 
of what he calls the usurpations of the 
Federal authorities. 
Congress, it will be 
remembered, refused to recognize the Dele­ 
gate chosen from Kansas on the ground 
that his election by the pro-slavery party 
had been procured by fraud. 
This part of 
his work will probably be regarded as 
among the most noteworthy in the history, 
for Mr. Davis distinctly opposes the favor­ 
able notion of Douglas and many others of 
the leading Democrats of that time, sum­ 
med up in the doctrine of “ squatter ” or 
“ popular sovereignty ”—that the people 
of the Territories should have been free in 
their political action, and when they eame 
to form their State Constitutions and ask 
admission into the Union, they should ex­ 
ercise their right and adopt or reject 
slavery. 
He regards the repeal of the 
Missouri compromise as reopening the ques­ 
tion of slavery in the Territories, and as 
precipitating aconfiict between the opposing 
parties, which was encouraged by the 
Abolitionists of the North, and which 
finally compelled the South, in self-de­ 
fense, to take a decided stand. 
He holds 
the violent Abolitionists largely responsi­ 
ble for the final breach of peace, for out of 
their teachings grew such facts as the John 
Brown raid, which greatly intensified the 
bitterness between the North and South, 
while the collisions between slave and free 
labor in ¡ Kansas, some years before, ren­ 
dered possible by the repeal of the Missouri 
compromise, 
had already widened and 
deepened the agitation to a dangerous ex­ 
tent. 
Bringing his history down to the 
election of Lincoln, he linds the Federal 
Government in the hands of a party un ­ 
der which the Southern States could not 
live. 
Lincoln was elected upon a platform 
of 
resistance to slavery extension. 
A 
party antagonistic to the South, and be­ 
lieving in the centralization of power in 
the Federal Government, controlled, the 
executive department. 
Having devoted 
half of the first volume to an exposition of 
the causes which led the South to desire 
a separation from the Federal Govern­ 
ment, Mr. Davis proceeds in several chap­ 
ters to defend 


THE RIGHT OF SECESSION. 
In the justification of this right he quotes 
largely from W ebster, Calhoun, Douglas, 
Greeley, Seward, Benton and Clay. 
In 
maintaining that the compact between the 
States was of the nature of a confederation 
he draws largely for the basis of his argu­ 
ment upon the debates in the Constitu­ 
tional Convention of 17S9, and fortifies 
himself with extracts from “ Storey on the 
Constitution,” Elliott’s Debates and Ban­ 
croft’s History. 
He refers to the memor­ 
able debate on the purchase of Louisiana, 
when Josiah Quincy of Massachusetts as­ 
serted in the IIou8eof Representatives that 
that act virtually dissolved the Union, so 
that the States were freed from their obli­ 
gations, and should prepare for peaceable 
or forcible separation. 
He gives the his­ 
tory of the adoption of the tenth amend­ 
ment to the Constitution, by which it was 
provided that “ the powers not granted to 
the United States by the Constitution, nor 
prohibited by it to the States, are reserved 
to the States respectively or to the peo­ 
ple.” 
He vindicates the right of secession 
as perfectly compatible with the Constitu­ 
tion, and claims, besides, that the General 
Government has no rightful power to pre­ 
vent it. 
The question, he maintains, rests 
with the people, from whom all power is 
derived. It will possibly make many read­ 
ers feel as though they had 


RETRACED THEIR STEPS 
In life for the last quarter of a century to 
peruse this statem ent of principles and 
issues which the late serious unpleasantness 
made res adjudicata. But the vitality with 
which Mr. Davis strives to invest these 
political questions of a by-gone era is a 
striking exemplification of the theory to 
which it is said many Southerners still 
tenaciously cling — that their principles 
live, and that their cause is not dead, but 
only defeated. 
There cannot, of course, 
be much that is new in Mr. Davis’ argu­ 
ment, but his facts and ideas have been 
collated and marshaled with great ability, 
and presented with all the force which 
masterly arrangement, clearness of thought 
and vigor of literary expression cau give 
them. 
Mr. Davis’ style of composition is 
admirable. 
It is trenchant, clear, forci­ 
ble and elegant. 
He uses few adjectives ; 
there is little of sentiment in the hook ; it 
is a cold, logical appeal to public judg­ 
ment ; his narrative is simple and straight­ 
forward, keeping to the main point, with 
no digressions or illustrative passages which 
are not needed to add lucidity to the story. 
The argumentative parts of his work will 
undoubtedly take rank among the very 
ablest attem pts to justify and uphold the 
principles he advocates. 
Though he may 
be trying to 


REVIVIFY A CORPSE, 


He ¡3 evidently honest in the belief that 
he is setting forth, in proper array, a living 
truth. 
His work will be notable not only 
as the history of secession by the leader of 
the movement, but as the ablest exposition 
yet made in behalf of secession, of its mo­ 
tives, justification aud results. 
Arriving 
in the latter part of the first volume at the 
period when hostilities commenced, the 
narrative makes rapid progress. 
How one 
State after another followed South Caro­ 
lina out of the Union is briefly sketched. 
The author refers to the Northern protests 
against coercion, in which connection the 
name of Mr. Greeley figures prominently. 
He maintains that the South did every­ 
thing in its power to go out of the Union 
peaceably and quietly. 
The conservative 
temper of the Southern people, he says, 
was shown in the early acts of its Congress 
and in the adoption of its Constitution. 
It 
was the desire and endeavor of the Confed­ 
eracy to bind and unite the two countries 
together in friendly ties. He takes a friend­ 
lier view of Lincoln, at the beginning of 
his Administration, than of his confreres 
in 
the 
Federal 
Government. 
He 
speaks of 
Lincoln's inaogural address, 
and says that 
Mr. 
Lincoln 
did 
not 
so 
far violate 
the 
traditions 
of 
his 
country as to defend coercion. 
While ar­ 
guing against the right of the South to se­ 
cede, and stating th at he would use force 
enough to protect the United States prop­ 
erty, he did not intim ate that an invasion 
of Southern soil would be undertaken. 
These extracts from Mr. Lincoln’s inaug­ 
ural led the Seuth to hope that the separa­ 
tion would be brought about in a peaceful 
manner. 
He pays a tribute to the manly 
conduct of Major Anderson at Fort Sum­ 
ter, but condemns the action of our Gov­ 
ernment in undertaking to supply Forts 
Sumter and Pickens with provisions and 
ammunition as a gross breach of faith. He 
holds the position that these forts were 
ceded in trust to the General Government 
by the States of South Carolina and Flor­ 
ida, and that the States hail a right, when 
they went out of the Union, to demand a 
restoration of the property. 
On the same 
ground he justifies the seizure of other 
property of the United States in the South, 


such as its custom-houses, navy yards, etc. 


AMONG THE ARGUMENTS 
W ith which he supports this theory he 
cites the contemporaneous debates on this 
subject in the Senate of the United States, 
and qnotes Senator Douglas' resolution or­ 
dering the withdrawal of the garrisons oc­ 
cupying Southern forts. 
He accuses Sew­ 
ard and others of bad faith in representing 
th at no hostile intention was involved in 
the succor which was sent to the garrisons 
of the forts, whereas the real design was to 
enable the troops to hold out against the 
demands of the South for the restoration 
of its property. 
He characterizes the act 
of the Lincoln Administration in sending 
ammunition to Fort Sumter as an act of 
fraud and prevarication. 
Defending them, 
and still justifying the right of the South 
to withdraw from the Union and form a 
Government of its own, he lays the re­ 
sponsibility for all the blood shed upon the 
North. He speaks at length of the journey 
of the Peace Commissioners who were sent 
by the Confederate 
Government 
from 
Montgomery, then its capital, to Washing­ 
ton, to negotiate for a peaceful adjustment 
of the questions at issue. 
He severely 
criticises the conduct of Secretary Seward 
and his colleagues during these delibera­ 
tions, and asserts that the overtures of the 
South were not met in a frank and candid 
spirit. 
IT IS IMPOSSIBLE 
To give, at this early day, even a general 
view of the concluding portion of this work, 
which, after all, will be most interesting 
to all class of readers. 
He will give, it is 
said, a very full discussion of the peace 
movements in the last year of the war, and 
will present an elaborate defense of the 
policy of his Administration as opposed to 
the Stephens, Brown and Toombs policy. 
All the history yet written has tended to 
fix the responsibility upon Mr. Davis of 
prolonging a hopeless struggle long after 
he himself was convinced that success was 
impossible. 
The country, both North and 
South, will await with iuterest his explana­ 
tion of the reasons for protracting the 
struggle for a lost cause, aud sacrificing a 
hundred thousand lives, when, as has been 
shown, honorable terms of peace aud re­ 
union were awaiting his acceptance. 
In 
the concluding chapters of his work will be 
presented the defense of his special policy. 
There he will attem pt his vindication 
against the aspersions and the determined 
opposition of more than half the statesmen 
who were leagued with him. 
In writing 
these 
chapters he has had 
the 
great 
advantage 
of 
having 
before 
him 
the 
special picas of most of Ilia antagonists. The 
enmities bred in the Confederate Adminis­ 
tration were so bitter that the book will 
necessarily stir many an ugly feud anil 
provoke many a controversy in Southern 
political circles. 
A writer who recently 
talked w ith him about the fear expressed 
in the South that he would let his intoler­ 
ant spirit get the better of him, and that 
what should be an impartial history would 
become a vehicle of personal opinions aud 
prejudices, reports Mr. Davis as saying : 
“ They say when people get old they be­ 
come spiteful, but I think I understand 
and appreciate thoroughly the character of 
my undertaking.” 
An intim ate acquaint­ 
ance of Mr. Davis says : “ Ten years ago 
Mr. Davis said to me that he intended to 
devote the remaining years of his life to 
the writing of a defense of the lost cause. 
‘ If God spares me,’ he said, ‘ I shall put in 
the hands of the children of our dead a 
justification of the cause for which their 
lathers died.’" 
In this fruition of Mr. 
Davis’ last years of labor he certainly 
maintains with unshaken firmness all the 
points that were put to the arbitram ent of 
the sword. 
“ My work is done," said he, 
last month, “ aud on that work I am will­ 
ing that the cause and the author may be 
judged.” 


C IIIE 3 
AND 
THEIR 
GODFATH-RS. 


Most cities were founded by accident. 
There was no deliberate plan. 
A hut or 
two grew into a village, a village into a 
town, and a town into a city. 
Loudon, 
for instance, had no godfather. 
The first 
harbarian who landed from his canoe and 
fixed his habitation under the hill now 
crowned by the cathedral of St. Paul, little 
knew he was founder of a city to which 
Rome at the height of its glory was insig­ 
nificant in its proportions, its numbers, and 
its wealth. 
A place sometimes derived its 
name from the physical features which dis­ 
tinguished it. 
Oxford, Cambridge, Mil­ 
ford, Newport, Reilhill, Blackwater, Yar­ 
mouth, are instances in point. 
A t times 
some natural advantage it possessed was 
the occasion of its name. 
Thus the Span­ 
iard, Pedro de Mendoza, named the capital 
of the State he founded in South America 
Buenos Ayres, to celebrate the excellent 
climate : and Valparaiso was so called as 
an intimation that its position is such as to 
be the very Valley of Paradise. 
The cities founded by the godfathers 
after whom they were named are the most 
famous in existence. 
No man seems to 
have been above the ambition of perpetu­ 
ating himself in th :s way. 
Alexander the 
Great gave his name to the Egyptian city 
which he founded, and which the Ptolemies 
made one of the most magnificent of the 
ancient world. 
In Candahar, too, we 
recognize the Asiatic name (Iskander) of 
the great conqueror who founded it. 
Co­ 
logne (Colonia Agrippina), which has come 
to be regarded as the symbol of German 
unity, owes its name to the incestuous 
mother of Nero, who was born there. 
Saragossa, capital of the old kingdom of 
Airagon, is only a corruption of Csesarea 
Augusta, so called after Augustus, who 
rebuilt the Carthagenian town formerly on 
its site, and named the new city after him­ 
self. 
This refonndiug an old town and 
giving it a new name was common in an­ 
tiquity. 
When Adrian restored « h at the 
ancient writers called Uscudana, he im­ 
posed upon it his own name, and thence­ 
forward it was knows as Adriauople, just 
as when Philip III. of Macedón, formed a 
new city on the site of Eumolpias, it was 
couverted into Philippopolia. 
Ill the same 
way Constantine, when transferring the 
seat of empire to Byzantium, renamed the 
city on the Bosphorus Constantinople. 
The representative of the modern Byzan­ 
tine Empire has his seat in a city also 
called after its founder—St. Petersburg. 
When 
adventurers 
from 
this country 
named the chief town in Nova Scotia, they 
were virtually addressing a prefatory dedi­ 
cation to the Earl of Halifax. First Com­ 
missioner 
of 
Trade 
and 
Plantations. 
Charlestown was so named in honor of 
Charles IL , the reigning monarch. 
Balti­ 
more received its name in 176S after Lord 
Baltimore. 
It was only just that when, in 
1793, the foundation stone was laid of the 
Federal Capital of the United States, the 
fortl' coming city should be named after 
the Father of his Country—Washington. 
In the same way the capital of Victoria 
was named after the Prime Minister of the 
time Melbourne ; that of South Australia, 
Adelaide, after the Queen Dowager ; that 
of New South Wales after the then Sec­ 
retary for the Colonies, Sydney ; and that 
of New Zealand after Lord Auckland. 


T h e A m ik b o id 
P r o c e s s e s 
o f P ro to­ 


p l a s m E x p l a in e d .— A t a meeting of the 
Royal Society, Edinburgh, Scotland, on 
December 20th, a most interesting com­ 
munication was presented by Dr. Haycraft, 
in explanation of the amoeboid motion of 
masses of protoplasm. 
His thecry was 
illustrated by a simple mechanical con­ 
trivance, of which lecturers will doubtless 
at once avail themselves in the class-room. 
An India rubber ball, perforated with sev­ 
eral small holes, was filled with the white 
of eggs colored, and immersed in a solution 
of sugar of about the Eame density as the 
albumen. 
W hen a gentle pressure was ap­ 
plied, the albumen was forced out in long 
continuous processes, and when the pres­ 
sure was relaxed the processes at once re­ 
treated inside the ball again, probably in 
virtue of the action of the viscosity and sur­ 
face tension of the ge’atinouB matter. 
Thus there was furnished an experimental 
explanation of the retraction of the air,cu­ 
boid processes of protoplasm, after they had 
been expelled by contraction of the internal 
muscular structure. 


SECURITY OF THE HAREM. 


B e n i n 1) C a sca rá S a s i a i a Erm as fo r h a b itu a l 
nonsti nation. 


In the harem a Turk is free from all in­ 
terruptions, because no servant will ven­ 
ture to call him on the request of a visitor, 
however importunate. 
During the late 
war with Russia the observance of this 
rule lost to Turkey a battle, an army and 
perhaps a province. 
In January, 1878, 
the Russian armies were swarming along 
the northern slopes of the Balkan moun­ 
tains. 
These mountains formed the last 
defensive line of Turkey. 
The line was, 
however, so long that if the Russians 
broke through it at any point they could 
place the whole Turkish army in danger of 
destruction. 
The Russians did break the 
line of the Balkans at Shipka pass, and cut 
the Turkish army in 
two. 
Suleiman 
Pasha, the Turkish General in command of 
the left wing, heard rumors of the battle, 
and telegraphed to the commander-in-chief, 
who was also Minister of W ar, at Con­ 
stantinople, asking if 
the rumor 
was 
true, and if so, what he 
should do. 
Suleiman Pasha knew 
very well that 
the only satety for his troops lay in rapid 
retreat 
to 
Adrianople. 
If 
he 
could 
have begun to move within an hour, pos­ 
sibly he might have escaped. 
But no 
answer came to his telegram. 
All night 
he waited, aud at noon the next day he 
took the responsibility of ordering the re­ 
treat. 
But he met the Russians upon the 
road, and was routed, and driven into 
Macedonia, losing a large part of his army 
and all of his artillery. 
This disaster left 
the Turks no chance. 
Adrianople was 
abandoned, and iu ODe month the Russians 
were in possession of the fortifications of 
Constantinople, and dictated a peace with 
tbeir camps in full view of the royal 
mosques. 
Afterward, the inevitable court- 
martial was called to fix the responsibility 
for the catastrophe. 
It then appeared that 
that the Minister of W ar was iu his harem 
when Suleiman Pasha’s telegram arrived, 
and his servants refused to disturb him. 
He only heard of the message at noon the 
next day, and by that time the Cossacks 
had cut the telegraph wires. 
The ancient 
usage which permits a man to shut himself 
up in hia harem was respected by the 
court. 
The Minister of W ar was not 
blamed, but his subordinate, the luckless 
¡Suleiman, was condemned to exile for hav­ 
ing lost his army.

for every one place, and there was very 
little chance. 
She very deliberately told 
him that such an answer wouldn’t do, and 
declared that if he would allow her she 
would come up every day and black his 
shoes, if he couldn’t do better for her. 
The Secretary was struck with her deter­ 
mination and charmed by her bright face 
and her sprightly manner. 
He told her to 
come back. 
In less than a week she had a 
good place in the Treasury, which she still 
holds. 
Every morning she walks to the 
department with the step of a business 
little woman who is proud th at her deli­ 
cate hands can be the support of others. 
She receives $100 a month and supports in 
comfort her mother and sister. 
This 
brave, bright young woman is Miss May 
Macauley, 
formerly of 
A tlanta. 
Her 
father was a Lieutenant in the Eighteenth 
Infantry.—[Atlanta (Ga.)

Mr. Darwin believes, says Com/till, th at 
the general beauty of the English upper 
class, and especially of the titled aristocracy, 
is probably due to their constant selection 
of the most beautiful women of all classes 
(peeresses, actresses or wealthy bourgeoise) 
as wives through an immense number of 
generations. 
The regular features and the 
complexions of the mothers are naturally 
handed down by heredity to their descend­ 
ants. 
Similarly, it would seem, that we 
must account for the high average of per­ 
sonal beauty among the ancient Greeks 
and the modern Italians by the high aver­ 
age of general taste, the strong love for 
the beautiful diffused among all classes in 
both those races. 
The prettier women 
and handsomer men would stand a better 
chance of marrying, other things equal, 
and of handing down their own refined 
type of face aud figure to their children. 
If this be so—and evolutionists at least 
can hardly doubt it—then we should ex­ 
pect everywhere to find the general level 
of personal beauty highest where there 
was the widest diffusion of ¡esthetic taste. 
Now, our own squalid poor are noticeable, 
as a rule, for their absolute and repulsive 
ugliness, even when compared with those 
of other 
European countries. 
Gaunt, 
hard faced women, low-browed, bulldog- 
looking men, sickly, shapeless children, 
people the back slums of our manufactur­ 
ing towns. 
Their painful ugliness cannot 
all be due to their physical circumstances 
alone—for ti e lazzaroui who hang about 
the streets of Naples must lead lives of 
about equal hardship and discomfort—yet, 
many ot them, both men and women, are 
beautiful enough to sit as models for a 
Leonardo. 
On the other hand, every trav­ 
eler speaks of the beauty and gracefulness 
displayed by young and old among the 
¡esthetic Polynesians ; while in many like 
cases I note that Europeans who have once 
become accustomed to the local type, find 
decidedly pretty faces extremely common 
in several savage races whose primitive 
works of art show them in other ways to 
possess considerable aesthetic taste. 
In 
India, where artistic felling is universal, 
almost every man or woman is handsome. 
Ou the whole, it seeni3 fairly proved that 
the average personal beauty everywhere 
corresponds to the average general love for 
beauty in the abstract.

t e r . — There was one Austen Bigger, a 
very tall gentleman, clever of his hands, 
not standing much upon his skill, but car­ 
rying the valiant heart of an Englishman. 
Upon a time being merrie amongst his 
friends, said he would go fight with Signior 
Rocco, the master of fence, presently’ went 
to Signior Rocco at his house in the Black- 
friers, and called to him in this manner : 
“ Signior Roce», thou that art thought to 
he the only cunning man in the world with 
thy weapon, thou th at takest npon thee to 
hit anie Englishman with a thrust upon 
any button, thou that taketh upon thee to 
come over the seas to teach the valiant no­ 
blemen and gentlemen of England to fight, 
thou cowardly fellow come out of thy house, 
if thou dare for thy life ; I am come to 
fight with thee.” 
Signior Rocco, looking 
out at a window, perceiving him in the 
street to stand readie with bis sword aud 
buckler, with his two-hand sword drawne, 
with all speed ran into the street, and 
manfully let fly at Austen Bigger, who 
most bravely defended himself, and pres­ 
ently closed with him, and stroke off his 
heels, and cut him over the breech, and 
trade upon him, and most grievously hurt 
him under his fe e t: yet in the end Austen 
of his good nature gave him hia life, and 
there left him. 
This was the first and last 
fight that ever Signior Rocco made, saving 
once at Queen H ith he drew his rapier npon 
a waterman, where he was severely beaten 
with oars and stretchers, but the oddes of 
their weapons were as great against his 
rapier, as was his two-hand sword against 
Austen Bagger's sword and buckler, there­ 
fore for that fray he was to be excused.

THE ENGLISH BAR. 


I t is a characteristic distinction th at at 
the Inns of Court men are “ called to the 
bar ” after a certain probation, while in the 
United States they are, upon examination, 
“ adm itted to practice” in the conrts. 
The former mode is a voluntary act of 
grace by’ which the benchers ask a m io to 
become one of their fraternity ; the latter 
is in the nature of the recognition of a 
right upon the fulfillment of certain condi­ 
tions. 
A barrister’s profession in England 
is nominally of an honorary character, and 
his fee is an honorarium, which canuot be 
sued for at law as an attorney's costs may. 
Practically, however, a barrister’s services 
of course are paid for like any other profes­ 
sional services, and the professional incomes 
of many successful English barristers are 
very large. 
Law is the noblest of all pro­ 
fessions in England. 
It takes men into 
Parliam ent; it makes them peers and lord 
chancellors. 
I did not have the good for­ 
tune of seeing any of the great courts in 
session, for my visit was in the long vaca­ 
tion ; but I saw a criminal cause tried in 
one of the minor courts in Liverpool, and 
was much interested in the proceedings. 
First of all, 1 was struck by the costume 
of the judge and of the barristers, whose 
wigs and guvvns gave them an air’of dignity 
and authority well suited to their functions 
and not without its practical value. 
The 
wigs, indeed, did seem somewhat ridicu­ 
lous, because of their absurd likeness and 
unlikeness to the natural covering of the 
head. 
The judge’s wig was the least gro­ 
tesque. 
It was quite like the large bob 
wig worn by all gentlemen in the latter 
part of the last century—much like that, 
for example, represented in Dr. Johnson's 
portraits. 
But the barrister’s wig is cer­ 
tainly the queerest covering that was ever 
put upon a human head. 
The gown gives 
dignity to the figure and grace to the ac­ 
tion ; but I found it difficult to look at the 
wfigs without laughing. 
Behind and at the 
sides there hang four little formal, isolated 
curls in double rows, so unlike anything 
human, and yet so plainly an im itation of 
curled and powdered human hair, that 
they would seem like caricature, if they 
did not, in their bald artificiality, pass a¡l 
bounds of caricature. 
I spoke of their 
absurdity to a friend who was at the bar, 
and said that, while the gown seemed 
worthy of reverence and admiration, I 
wondered why the ridiculous little wigs 
were not discarded. 
“ Discard w igs!” 
was the reply, “ Why, we couldn’t get on 
without them. I couldn't try a cause with­ 
out my wig. 
I should feel as if I had no 
right to be in co u rt; as if the judge would 
be justified in taking no notice of me ; and 
as if the witnesses had me at their mercy, 
instead of me having them at mine. 
I 
shouldn’t dare to cross question a witness 
without my wig.” 
“ In other words,” I 
said, “ your wig gives you an authoritative 
position which enables you to bamboozle a 
witness.” 
“ Why, yes,” he answered, 
smiling, “ th at’s pretty much it, if you 
choose to put it so.”—[R. G. W hite in 
Atlantic Monthly.

ODD 3 AND ENDS. 
Queen Victoria made $4,000 on stock 
farming last year. 
The military prison at Leavenworth, 
Kan., is reported as having turned out in 
the last fiscal year 25,225 pairs of boots 
and 31,220 of shoes. 
The Produce Exchange of Boston, has 
started a movement for making that city a 
chief center for the wholesale butter and 
cheese export trade. 
The butchers of Milan have invented a 
process for killing their cattle by launch­ 
ing a projectile against their foreheads ; 
they oppose throat-cutting. 
There is a movement in Indianapolis to 
cut down the course of study and shorten 
the hours in the public schools, on the 
ground of the overwork of the pupils. 
A writer in the Cincinnati En'/uirer, after 
a critical inspection of New York women, 
says that the higher you go in the social 
scale the further yon get from beauty, and 
the Bowery shop-girls are, in that respect, 
far superior to the “ swell” young ladies. 
An experienced matron says : A man will 
eat soggy biscuits twice a week without a 
complaint when his girl invites him out to 
tea, but when the girl becomes his wife, if 
there is the faintest suspicion of saleratus in 
them, the neighbors will think the district 
school is out for recess by the racket he 
makes. 
Our song birds : The sparrows are like 
some men who get credited for a great deal 
of evil that they don’t do Sparrows are 
accused of driving away our soug birds. Of 
all our song birds the cat is the best known 
and most numerous. 
Yet the sparrow 
would not harm so much as a hair of the 
cat’s head.—[Brooklyn Eagle. 
It seems a pity that some method cannot 
be devised for keeping the fire-plugs from 
freezing. Every winter the losses from fire 
are enormously increased by the difficulty 
of getting water. A fire in Brooklyn last 
week, which caused a loss of $10,000, 
might, it was estimated, have been extin­ 
guished with no more than $500 damage, 
had not the hydrants been frozen. 
Prof. Fort, in a paper on artificial respira­ 
tion read before the French Academy, 
states that he was enabled to restore to life 
a child 3 year3 old, three hours and a half 
after apparent death, by practicing artifi­ 
cial respiration on it for four hours. An­ 
other physician reports a somewhat similar 
case. 
lie reanimated a person nearly 
drowned after four hours of artificial re­ 
spiration. The person had been in the 
water ten minutes, aud the doctor arrived 
an hour after asphyxia. 
Charles Sumner, Z. L. V hite says, did 
not know what djspepsia was. Speaking 
of hÍ3 good fortune in this respect one 
evening, he said that one of the first re­ 
quisites to success in political life was a 
good digestion, and he reminded his visitor 
that ‘a majority of the Senators were 
portly men. While he admitted that slim, 
dyspeptic men sometimes attained high po­ 
sition, still he maintained that in order to 
do so they had to overcome greater ob­ 
stacles than those who had good stomachs. 
A German naturalist, E. T. Sachs, who 
is now traveling in the East Indies, writes 
to Natur< from Bitavia, that on the island 
of Biliton, 200 nules from there, he found 
a fresh water fish which produces its 
young “ living from its mouth.” “ I con­ 
ducted my observations with living fish 
and closed doors,” he explains, “ and 
what I assert is undeniable. The eggs are 
hatched in the lower portion of the head of 
the fish, and are projected out of the 
mouth and nowhere else.” He proposes 
to send specimens to Europe and have the 
matter placed beyond dispute. 
The idea has recently been advanced 
that Bright's disease is attributable to the 
immoderate use of ice water and cold 
drinks, the fact being cited that the people 
of this country use 90 per cent, more ice 
iu their drinks than the people of 
any other country—the inhabitants of 
Greenland cot excepted—and that we have 
75 per cent, more of Bright’s disease. The 
wine-drinking countries of Europe are said 
to be comparatively free from the malady, 
while in America the progress of the dis­ 
ease, it is assorted, has kept pace with the 
increased consumption of ice. 
River fish in India are said to taste like 
boiled wool, but as it has hitherto been 
regarded as impossible to transport sea 
fish to the interior, Anglo Indians had to 
be content with boiled wool or dispense 
with 'fish diet. Messrs. McHinch & Co., 
of Kurrachec, however, have surmounted 
the difficulty, and are now sending fresh 
mullet and sea salmon from Kurrachee to 
Delhi. The fish, on being caught, are 
suspended by twine iu fresh water, which 
is gradually converted into solid blocks of 
ice three feet square and nine inches thick, 
which can be sent by rail for a thousand 
miles without melting. 
The number of eggs consumed in this 
country is enormous, and has been rapidly 
increasing for a quarter of a century. As 
many as 10,000,000 have been shipped 
hither annually from Montreal alone, and 
it is computed that more than twice that 
number come east from Ohio and the in­ 
terior States. Egga are reported as very 
scarce and dear ttiis winter in Great Britain, 
where some 400,000,000, valued at 88,000,­ 
000, are anmialy imported, mainly from 
the Continent. It has been estimated that 
the consumption in the United States 
reaches more than 1,000,000,000 every 
year. 
Some observations made at Gissen last 
winter by Herr Hoffman show light on 
the way in which plants are injured in 
time of hard frost. The great advantage 
of a hilly position was then apparent; the 
plants so situated took little or no harm, 
while in the valley there was extensive in­ 
jury. The injury, too, decreased in pro­ 
portion to elevation above the valley. Still 
more instructive was the fact that one and 
the same bush w&3 killed in its foliage on 
the south side, while on the north side it 
remained green. The auther infers that it 
is not a particular degree of cold that kills 
a plant, but the amount of quick thawing.

about oysters. 
“ Among all the hundreds of persons 
who open oysters in this city there is not 
one who opens them on the European plan,” 
said an exasperated Frenchman to a Sun 
reporter. “ I have lived in your country 
twenty-six years, and during all that time 
I have seen only one oyster-opener who 
knew- his business. That man was at the 
famous old Maison L>oree, in Fourteenth 
street. [Here the Frenchman heaved a 
sigh. ] Martinez, poor fellow, had to adver­ 
tise for weeks before he got him, and I’m 
not sure but the oyster-opener at last had 
to be imported. There is a correct way for 
doing almost everything, and generally the 
correct way is the easiest, as iu this matter 
of opening oysters. The way to open an 
oyster so as to save all the liquor, which, to 
connoisseurs, is a valuable part, is not 
to smash it and murder it, as most 
of your oyster-opeuers do, nor to 
‘ stab ’ it, as they do in Boston, Baltimore, 
Washington, and other places. And then 
your oyster-openers always lay out the 
oyster on the flat or convex shell, so that 
by the time your plate of ‘ raw on the half 
shell ’ cotnes to you, what little juice that 
was not spilled in the slaughtering lias all 
run away. 
The live oyster opens and 
closes its shells at will by means of a tough 
little membrane, or ‘ hinge,’ about a quar­ 
ter or a third of an inch in length. This 
hinge is at the small or narrow end of the 
oyBter. It follows that all that is needed 
to be done to separate the two shells, 
whether the oyster is alive or dead, is to 
sever this little hinge. It is invisible when 
the shells are closed, but those who under­ 
stand the business (and anyone can learn 
it in five minutes) know exactly where and 
how to find it. 
I have showed this little 
trick to scores of oyster-openers, but, be­ 
cause it is a little difficult at first, they 
go on with their mauling and stabbing. 
Now, when Martinez had finally se­ 
cured this French oyster-opener, who 
knew his business, he set him at work at 
the side of the man who opened after the 
barbarous fashion still in vogue in this 
country. W hat was the result ? Why, he 
opened two oysters while the other man 
was opening one, and every oyster that he 
opened was laid out on the deep shell with­ 
out a drop of the fluid being lost. It is 
one of the greatest pleasures in the world 
to eat oysters opened in that way. But you 
Americans always go in for appearances. 
And when I ask an oyster opener why he 
doesn't give me my oysters on the deep 
shell, even if he must open them in the 
wrong way, he always says he presents 
them on the flat or convex shells because 
they look better so ? An oyster is the only 
thing that I know of that can be received 
with impunity into a collapsed stomach too 
feeble to secrete the digestive fluids. Phy­ 
siologists have discovered the singular fact 
that the oyster contains these fluids in it­ 
self, so that when eaten they digest them­ 
selves. I have eaten oysters with a keen 
relish when the mere sight or even the 
thought of any other kind of food would 
make me sick.”—[New York Sun. 


Rossini.—Rossini was a very supersti­ 
tious man. King Louis Philippe once gave 
the composer a magnificent repeater, which 
the latter was extremely proud of and car­ 
ried in his pocket every day for six years.

QUEEN VICTORIA'S PLATE. 
Ornaments With Which Her Table Is 
Adorned. 
The Yeoman of the Pantry with oblig­ 
ing civility points out every special piece 
of workmanship, though, indeed, to most 
of them a clearly written notice suppfies 
ail the information we need. A cursory 
glance around the larger of the two rooms 
shows several complete dinner services of 
gold plate, made at different periods for 
successive sovereigns. One of the most 
massive is that made for the coronation of 
George III. (1701). 
A most beautiful collection is entitled 
“ Her Majesty’s Breakfast Service,” and is 
in daily use. 
A stand of nearly three feet 
high supports a small kettle used in the 
Sovereign’s toilet. A christening font, 
made for the baptism of H. R. H., the 
Crown Princess of Persia, and used upon 
all succeeding occasions of royal christen­ 
ing, stands alone, and is a beautiful speci­ 
men of goldsmith’s work of the present 
century. It Í3 of no great dimensions, and 
is enriched with a border of wafer lilies 
and their foliage in bold design. The een- 
ter-pieces which adorn the royal tables at 
state parties are of every possible design ; 
the plateaux of every size, and most of them 
highly-finished works of art. A center­ 
piece much to l>e admired, designed, we 
believe, by the Prince Consort, has life­ 
like representations of Her Majesty’s fa­ 
vorite dogs. 
The only trophy from the turf is a cup 
won at Lincoln races by Fleur de Lys, a 
horse belonging to George IV. In the cen­ 
ter of the smaller room, devoted equally to 
the care of gold plate, there is an enormous 
piece of work in silver and gold, made dur­ 
ing the present sovereign’s reign. It is en­ 
titled “An Eau de Cologne Mountain,” and 
stands some feet from the ground under a 
large glass case. It represents in the cen­ 
ter a portion of the Alhambra, while around 
it are exquisitely modeled groups of figures, 
horses aud dogs, and round the base flamin­ 
goes and other birds are reproduced in life­ 
like perfection. 
There are tankards and cups of every 
shape and size, and a few of these deserve 
a very special notice from their historical 
interest. Among these a tankard presented 
to the Prince of Wales on his coming of 
age in 1783, was made from Spanish dollars 
taken at the surrender of Havanna in 17G3. 
Another is completely covered with the 
coídb of the realm which were current lrom 
1G05 to 1730, and are curious relics, though 
inferior in shape aud beauty to others. Iu 
small cases are laid out sets of various ar­ 
ticles presented at different times to mern- 
b rs of the royal family on their birthdays. 
A case of pepper, mustard, and salt boxes 
beats the inscription : “ Presented by Prin­ 
cess Elizabeth to Prince Regent, ISIS.” 
Of old church plate there is but little in 
the royal collection ; what there is bears 
the mark of Queen Ann’s reign, aud is 
chiefly remarkable for its plaiuess and sim­ 
plicity of shape. Flagon, chalice, patens 
aud candlesticks are of the same date, and 
are placed in the private chapel of the 
castle when it is in use during her Majesty’s 
stay. Among the most beautiful designs 
are some exquisite tankards by Flaxman, 
the beauty ot which is recognized at once 
as the great artist’s work. 
A covered bowl with double handles is 
pointed out as having belonged to Napoleon 
1., and was part of the service found in his 
carriage after the battle of Waterloo. 
We scarcely realize to what extent the 
luxury of some of our earlier sovereigns 
extended, till noticing some beautiful 
stands of at least two feet in hight, and 
asking their use, we are told that they are 
fire-dogs, and bear the date of Charles II-, 
1GG0 ; aDd in close proximity is another 
article of great interest—a pair of bellows 
mounted in gold, which belonged to Neil 
Gwynne. A massive toilet service, used 
by her Majesty, was made lor Queen Mary 
11., 1G88, and consists of a large mirror, 
exquisitely chased, boxes of various sizes 
and shapes, well fitted fora monarch’s use. 
Among other articles of Queen Mary II.’s 
reign are another piir of fire-dogs, and in­ 
numerable candlesticks, salt-cellars, etc.; 
but one of the most noticeable is a small 
spice-box, used by William aud Mary. 
Seeking the earliest dates, among the col­ 
lection are a pair of tankards, indiqmtably 
the work of B. nvenuto Cellini, and a mar­ 
velous piece of the same masterhand in a 
cup formed by a large nautilus shell, the 
golden lid surmounted by the figure of 
Jupiter and enriched with tine chased work 
around the shell, its stem aud base. 
On the same shelf stands another tank­ 
ard, dated 1512, and called the Henry VIII, 
tankard, for on its side the figure of the 
monarch is seen in bold relief. A curious 
high flagon of Spanish workmanship was 
found on board the Admiral’s ship when 
taken in the Spanish Armada, and no 
doubt was presented to Queen Elizabeth 
after the gTeat victory. Some beautiful 
tankards of beautifully carved ivory set in 
gold are in the collection, bearing the mark 
of 1530. 
An ancient piece of foreign workman­ 
ship lias great historical interest, as it is 
recorded that this tankard was presented 
by the Queen of Sweden to Charles XI. on 
the birth of Charles XII., from whom it 
was taken at the battle of Pultowa by 
Peter the Great, who presented it to his 
favorite physician, and, after passing 
through many hands, it at last became the 
property of Mr. Vernon (the great col­ 
lector of Vernon gallery), who presented it 
to King William IV. 
Some enormous shields hang near these 
cups, representing Scripture histories, an­ 
cient Greek tables, or mythological stories. 
A high cup, of peculiar workmanship, is 
the one presented to Charles I. by the 
principals of the University of Oxford 
when the King held his Parliament there 
in 1644, and it would appear that this cup 
was very closely copied at a later period, 
for one very similar to it dates fromOharles 
II.'s reign. 
A large rosewater dish belonged to Eliz­ 
abeth, Queen of Bohemia, and was a pres­ 
ent from her father, James I. These di9he3 
are still in use at great Court feasts, when 
the dish, full of rosewater, is handed round 
to the guests to dip their fingers in. 
A cup commemorative of the victories of 
the Prussian army, 1813 -14, presented by 
Frederick William III. to the Prince Re­ 
gent, has the iron cross of valor inserted in 
the lid. 
The anointing spoons which were used at 
the coronation of George IV. lie in a case, 
and are enriched with diamonds and other 
precious stones on the handles.

SOKE GENERAL NOTES. 
The net cost of the war in Afghanistan, 
including that of the frontier railways, 
was about twenty-one crores of rupees, or 
£17,500,000. 
Louisiana has S5,451 white and 8S.024 
colored voters officially registered. Of the 
whites, 16,918 cannot write ; of the ne­ 
groes, 11,503 can write. 
The owners of the Nathan Paul farm, at 
Eliot, N. H., where gold has recently been 
found, have been offered $4,000 for three 
acres of the land. 
George W. Humphreys, of Camben, a 
few days since skated on the Delaware 
from Camden to Trenton, a distance of 
thirty-nine miles, in three hours and forty 
minutes. This is the best time ever made 
on skates on the Delaware. 
The Nordenskjold, the largest torpedo 
boat in existence, was recently launched at 
Copenhagen. She measures 215 feet in 
length and 42 feet in breadth. She can 
make fifteen miles an hour. Her steel 
armor is four inches thick, and she carries 
an unusually large breech-loading Krupp 
gun. 
The Rev. Dr. Cuyler in recent remiuis- 
cences as to Carlj le mentioned that he 
heard him say: “ I wad like to see 
America. Y e may talk about your Dim- 
ocracy or any other ’cracy, or any kind of 
poleetical rubbish, but the secret of happi­ 
ness in America is that ye have gat a vast 
deal of land for a very few people. ” 
There were some 000 cords of wood on 
the Marias river, Montana, washed away 
by the flood. Benton was mainly aud al­ 
most wholly dependent for fuel between 
now and spring on the supply to be ob­ 
tained from the Marias, and persons hav­ 
ing over half a cord of wood are regarded 
by the ordinary Bentonite as soulless auto­ 
crats. 
Lord Rosebery intends to build one of 
the most magnificent houses in London on 
the site which he purchased near Albert 
Gate.

The flame 
communicated to his hair and burned it all 
off, leaving him as bald as an eagle and 
badly blistered. 
New Yrork alleges that it is to have a 
zoological garden similar to those of Lon­ 
don, Paris and Philadelphia. It will be 
owned by a private company, which will 
start out with a capital of §3 000,000, and 
which promises something like a real zoo­ 
logical collection. One of the New York 
papers says the company with 83,000,000 
in capital is a myth. It will probably go 
to meet the world’s fair humbug. 
A number of valuable letters, written by 
George Eliot at the age of 20, have just 
been brought to light at Sheffield. They 
are in the possession of a grandson of 
“ Dinah Bede,” now resident in that town, 
and were written to Mrs. Elizabeth Evans 
and Mr. Samuel Evans, aunt and uncle of 
the novelist, and the “ Dinah Morris” and 
“ Seth Bede” of her novel, “Adam Bede.” 
They are pervaded by deep religious sen­ 
timent, and betray a keen anxiety about 
her spiritual condition. 
A most violent case of " mother-in- 
law ” occurred at Thames Police Court, 
London, recently, when Arthur Steel was 
charged on his own confession with being 
a deserter. A police constable deposed 
that the prisoner had given himself up, 
saying he had deserted in August, 1 STD, 
from \Voolwieh ; that he had been married 
the day previous to his arrest, and on go­ 
ing home to his bride’s house, had a row 
with his mother-in-law. He then made up 
his mind to give himself up at once. The 
prisoner was remanded for a week. The 
wife, a good-looking girl of 19, was in 
Court, and appeared much affected at the 
turn affairs had taken. 
A young and beautiful Ohio lady named 
Jennie Leib, who aspires to enter the lect­ 
ure field as a social reformer, has been in 
Pittsburg for several days getting data re­ 
garding wayward women. The other night 
she visited several of the most notorious 
free-and-easy establishments. 
At these 
dives young girls are employed as conver­ 
sationalists, and Miss Leib took them all 
in. When she observed the gyrations of 
the wicked girls in undress costumes, and 
the evident zest with which gray-haired 
and bald-headed old men guzzled beer and 
hugged the girls at one of the most noto­ 
rious places, the scenes were so hilarious 
that Miss Leib threw up her hands, ex­ 
claiming, “ Oh, dear me. It is just awful. 
Look at those bald-headed men swilling 
beer and kissing those girls.” She beat a 
hasty retreat, and has evidently obtained 
sufficient data. 
Paul Kruger, who was elected by the 
revolting Boers to preside over the 
destinies of their present venture, has long 
been a noted leader of expeditions in the 
Transvaal andjhas twice been in England as 
spokesman for his countrymen. He first 
went in the broad felt hat, the short jacket 
and “ veldt schoon” (shoes of untanned 
leather) which form the usual and recog. 
nized costume of a Dopper. On his return 
he met the astonished gaze of his friends 
clad in a high hat, a long black cloth coat 
and the boots worn by ordinary civilized 
men. “ England was well enough,” he 
said, “ and there were fine houses, but if 
a man wanted to go and smoke by himself, 
even away from London, every piece of the 
veldt seemed to be owned by some one or 
another, and if you sat down to smoke 
under a tree you hadn't taken two whiffs 
before a man would come up and say the 
laud was his and he didn't want you 
there.” 
S h ip p in g L iv e H ogs to E urope — A 
curious experiment has been tried iu Ger­ 
many for some months past with success. 
It is the importation of live hogs from the 
United States at the port of P.remerhaveu, 
from whence they are shipped to Hanover, 
finding a ready market at Brunswick, 
Magdeburg, Cassel, and other North Ger­ 
man cities. Last June a decree was issued 
forbidding the importation of American 
chopped pork and sausage into Germany, 
presumably on tricbinatous grounds, and 
some ingenious butchers hit upon this 
method of evading the act, which said 
nothing about live hogs. It was at first 
thought that so many hogs would die upon 
the voyage as to make the experiment 
rather unremunerative, a loss of 5 per cent, 
being the lowest that was thought proba­ 
ble. 
Experience, however, has proved 
that the loss is under 2.j per cent., which 
gave such an impetus to the undertaking 
that a company has been formed for the 
purpose of building lairs for the arrivals at 
Bremerhaven, which is to be the hog depot 
for Germany, the animals being killed there 
and dispatched into the interior by rail. 
The American hog has more fat substance 
and less meat than his German relative, 
and a suggestion has been made to import 
a number of < lerman pigs into America for 
breeding purposes. 
A P o sitiv e W om an.—Several fashiona­ 
ble ladies were drinking tea in a palatial 
residence in Galveston, and, of course, they 
dissected a few of their friends, among 
them a married couple who did not get 
along very well. “ Yes,” said one lady, 
“ Mrs. Blank is a very positive woman.

Y iolete aud roses are in bloom at Grass 
Valley. 
Eight costly residences are to be built in 
Red Bluff this year.

The As­ 
sociation have issued 75 shares of stock, of 
the par value of 850 per share. They first 
issued but 50 shares of stock, which was 
taken instantly, while so many friends of 
the parties engaged in the enterprise were 
so anxious to participate that 25 additional 
shares were finally issued. The Associa­ 
tion is said to have private information, 
and are very hopeful.

A RAILROAD 
TIED UP BY LITIGATION. 


W e p rin t this m orning a letter from 
th e 
P resident of the Sacram ento 
and 
Placerville 
Iiiilro ad 
Com pany 
to 
the 
S uperintendent 
of 
th a t 
company, in­ 
stru c tin g th a t official to 
w ithdraw all 
th e 
rolling stock and equipm ents 
from 
th e 
p art of th e road betw een Folsom 
a n d Shingle Springs, and to deliver posses­ 
sion of the road-bed and rig h t of way to a 
receiver who has been appointed by the 
C ourts. 
This 
letter 
contains 
a 
suf­ 
ficie n tly 
full 
explanation 
of 
the 
events which have culm inated in this un­ 
fortunate tying up of th e railroad from 
Folsom to Shingle Springs. 
The corpora­ 
tion w hich built the road issued bonds, 
and secured them by a m ortgage. 
Subse­ 
quently another m ortgage was made to se­ 
cure its note. 
A default was made on the 
interest, foreclosure followed, and at a ju ­ 
dicial sale W illiam Alvord bought the road­ 
bed and right of 
way, and continued 
to hold the property as the trustee of the 
creditors until, 
in 
1S71, he sold it to 
Messrs. Stanford, H untington and H op­ 
kins. 
They purchased the road upon the 
assurance th a t it was thenceforth to he free 
from all liabilities or incum brances aris­ 
ing out of the acts of the original posses­ 
sore, b ut subsequently action was com­ 
m enced by parties claim ing to hold bonds 
of the old road, and after several years of 
litigation the Court m ade an order ap­ 
pointing a receiver, and offering the alter­ 
native to the purchasers of the road of 
paying íuto Court a sum sufficient to m eet 
all the claims which had been made under 
th e old bond plea, and th e paym ent of 
w hich would have necessitated the surren­ 
der of nearly -5400,000 in quittance of w hat 
the present owners of the road regard as 
invalid claims, they holding th a t the old 
bonds were all paid np and canceled so faj­ 
as any liability attaching to them is con­ 
cerned. 
The case is still in litigation, 
b u t for the tim e being it has seemed im ­ 
practicable to do anything else than al­ 
low the 
road from Folsom to Shingle 
Springs 
to 
pass 
into 
the 
hands 
of the receiver. 
The action of the suitors 
on th e 
old bonds 
appears, from the 
statem en t published, to have been d istin ­ 
guished by an equal disregard for th e con­ 
venience and needs of the public, and for 
th eir own interests. 
F or while on the 
one hand they have seriouely discommoded 
a considerable population accustomed to 
depend upon this road for th eir supplies 
and means of comm unication, on th e other 
hand they have secured nothing 
more 
th an a road-bed and right of way, which 
c m be made to earn nothing, and which 
a re in the present situation u tterly w ith­ 
o u t value. 
There does not appear to have 
been any necessity for putting the road in 
th e hands of a receiver, and as the sole 


effect 
of 
this 
judicial 
course 
is 
to 
render it absolutely useless to all con­ 
cerned, 
it 
is 
difficult 
to 
justify the 
measure. 
The Sacram ento Valley R ail­ 
road Company, however, is powerless in 
th e m atter. 
I t m ust obey th e order of the 
C ourt, alike to its own injury and to the 
injury of the region through which the 
paralyzed road runs. 
W e understand th at 
efforts are being made to procure substi­ 
tu tes for th e line betw een Folsom and 
Shingle Springs, and th a t stages will be pu t 
on th a t line at once, while it is expected 
th a t much if not m ost of the traffic will 
henceforth pass by way of lone and Am a­ 
d or. 
I t is an annoying state of affairs, bnt 
i t is th e result of one of those tangles of 
jiffgation to which all considerable prop­ 
erties appear liable in these days. 


THE QUEBTI0H OF AN EXTRA SESSION. 


The m ajority of th e m em bers of the 
Legislature appear to have m ade up their 
minds th a t there m ust be an extra session. 
I t is no longer thought probable th a t th e 
appropriation or the apportionm ent bills 
can be passed, and as to th e county gov­ 
ernm ent bill, the general feeling seems to 
be th at a session of sixty days m ight easily 
be consumed over th a t one measure. 
I t is 
agreed th a t the failure to pass the appro­ 
priation bill and the tax levy bill (the la t­ 
ter being in a more hopeless position than 
the former), will compel Governor Perkins 
to call an extra session. 
No one knows 
w hat the Governor intends to do, and as 
he is under no obligation to state his de­ 
term ination until th e exigency arises, it 
seems possible th a t his purpose will re­ 
m ain unrevealed for the present. 
The 
program m e for compelling him to call an 
extra session does not, however, when ex­ 
am ined closely, appear to be so strong a3 
has been alleged. 
The main purpose of 
the Republicans is to secure th e control of 
apportionm ent, and th e main purpose of 
the Democrats is to defeat th a t scheme. 
B ut it is the appropriation bill, and not 
th e apportionm ent bill, upon which the 
stress of the situation rests, and the suc­ 
cess of those who desire an extra session 
for the purpose of apportioning the State 
depends altogether upon w hether the Gov­ 
ernor will name this among th e subjects of 
legislation, in case he consents to call an 
extra session. 
Should he call an extra session, and 
name in it the appropriation bill alone, 
the R epublican 
program m e would 
be 
beaten. 
In the absence of any knowledge 
as to w hat m easures he will select for action 
in an extra session, therefore, it m ust be 
plain th a t there can be no safety in tru st­ 
ing to th at. 
If nothing is absolutely neces­ 
sary bu t the passage of the appropriation 
bill the Governor m ight not consider him ­ 
self justified in nam ing any other measure 
in his proclam ation. 
The present disposi­ 
tion on th e p art of the Legislature to shift 
all the responsibility on to the Executive 
is by no means frée from danger. 
The 
Executive has a t least as good reason as 
the Legislature for w ishing to lim it his 
responsibilities, and therefore it would be 
perfectly natural if he endeavored, by 
restricting the scope of legislative action, 
to guard against its undue prolongation. 
A t this m oment we find so many sub­ 
jects proposed for subm ission to an extra 
session th a t if they were all included in 
the executive proclam ation th e Legislature 
m ight continue in session until next w in­ 
ter. 
I t fact, it is seriously proposed in 
several quarters th a t th e whole of the 
heavy w ork which ought to have been 
done in the regular session shall be rele­ 
gated to an extra one. 
The Governor can­ 
not regard such a prospect w ithout grave 
apprehensions. 
He has th e authority to 
cali an extra session, and to say w hat 
m easures shall be dealt w ith iu it, but 
when once the Legislature has reassem bled 
he has no power to dismiss it, and should 
he give it an excuse for prolonging its sit­ 
tings by nam ing several m easures of im­ 
portance it is quite possible th at the people 
m ight, how ever unjustly, hold him re­ 
sponsible for the heavy expenditures thus 
entailed. 
U nder th e circum stances, therefore, it 
would seem alm ost unavoidable for a p ru ­ 
dent Executive officer, who has no desire 
to assume greater responsibility than is ab­ 
solutely necessary, to take w hatever pre­ 
cautions are available against the prolonga­ 
tion of the extra session, supposing th a t he 
finds it impossible to refuse to call one. In 
such a case he would certainly argue, and 
not w ithout force, th a t th e Legislature 
itself was wholly accountable for the fail­ 
ure of the appropriation bill, and th a t he 
was not called upon to take on himself any 
responsibility for this or any other m eas­ 
ure. 
If an extra session is necessitated, 
he would hold, it is only necessitated by 
the failure to provide for th e expenses of 
the governm ent. 
No m atter how im port­ 
ant other m easures may be in a political 
sense, it is possible to carry on the govern­ 
m ent w ithout them for tw o years longer. 
A nd this view of th e situation is the more 
likely to recommend itself to the Gov­ 
ernor, seeing 
th a t protests are coming 
from every part of the State against calling 
an extra session a t all, and seeing th a t 
there is already m anifested a disposition to 
hold the Governor accountable for w hat­ 
ever addition to the taxes is caused in this 
way. 
Politicians w ho.are bent upon carrying 
out this or th a t program m e will do well to 
consider the case 
dispassionately from 
w hat may be called the Executive stand­ 
point, before they conclude to take all the 
risks of an extra session which after all, it 
m ust be rem em bered, may not be called. 
The position of the Governor in a situation 
of this kind is very strong if he chooses 
to use his strength. 
H e has it in his power 
to defeat all attem pts to secure reapportion­ 
m ent, for instance, by declaring in advance 
th a t if an extra session is forced upon him 
he will not name th at m easure in his proc­ 
lam ation. 
Should he at this juncture pos­ 
itively assert th a t if he calls an extra ses­ 
sion it shall be for the appropriation bill 
alone, it is, moreover, quite possible th at 
he would be supported in this position by 
the people a t large, though of course he 
would not please the politicians. 
He is, 
however, clearly able a t this tim e to com­ 
m and the situation if he wishes to do so, 
and this fact obviously increases his re­ 
sponsibility, and m ust in th e end stren g th ­ 
en the disposition to hold him accountable 
for w hat he fails to prevent, as well as for 
w hat he actually does. 
The occasion is 
certainly a difficult one, but it is by no means 
clear th a t the Legislature can compel the 
Governor to do w hat either party wants 
done, while it is equally plain th a t he can, 
if he will, practically control the issue of 
the present em barrassm ents. 


THE 
FINANCIAL 
SITUATION. 


I t is significant th a t though the enemies 
of the N ational Banks are endeavoring, 
w ith th eir accustomed unfairness, to fix 
upon these institutions the responsibility 
for the recent panic in W all street. Con­ 
gress is already beginning to recognize the 
fact th at the refunding bill as passed is not 
a safe or a wise measure. 
N othing conld 
be more absurd th an the attem p t to blame 
the N ational Banks for refusing to accept 
the disadvantageous conditions sought to 
be forced upon them . 
Congress had no 
right w hatever to undertake to compel 
these banks to purchase three per cents in 
advance of any proof th a t three per cents 
could be fl'-ated in any other way. 
Such a 
prov: i -i i* n -itb er more nor less th an 
l a a k .a - 
ry, an I it :> only a variation of 


th e tyranny w hich mediieval monarch# 
practiced w hen they clapped the Israelit- 
ish m oney-lenders in th eir dungeons, and 
drew th eir teeth u n til th ey consented to 
m ake loans a t ruinous rates. 
The N ational 
Banks were altogether w ithin th eir rights 
in surrendering their circulation under the 
circum stances, and th e responsibility for 
w hat resulted rests, not upon them , b ut 
upon the Democrats in Congress, who in ­ 
sisted on placing the rate of interest at 
three per cent., and in forcing the N ational 
Banks to buy these bonds to secure their 
circulation. 
I t will not do to 
try to 
shuffle off the responsibility for Democratic 
perverseness and folly upon th e banks. 
If 
the refunding bill is a failure the Demo­ 
crats m ade it so, and if they pass it in its 
present form it is to be hoped th a t Presi­ 
dent H ayes w ill veto it, even if it be his 
last executive act. 


PLACERVILLE AND SACRAMENTO VALLEY 
RAILROAD. 


SHOULD 
BE STRICKEN 
OUT. 


Sometime ago th e Assembly Com m ittee 
on th e Yosem ite valley and M ariposa Big 
Tree grove, together w ith several Sen­ 
ators, 
held 
a 
consultation 
w ith 
the 
Yosem ite 
and 
Big 
Tree 
Commission, 
and a 
very full 
report 
of 
the proc- 
ings appeared in these columns. 
A t th a t 
m eeting the subject-m atter of a bill was 
considered to enable the Commission to 
purchase trails in the valley, and m ake 
them free, to improve th e S tate property, 
and to ward off im m inent danger th reaten ­ 
ing th e Big Tree grove. 
A d raft of a bill 
was read, b u t was not satisfactory, because 
the power was given therein to purchase 
roads held by private parties. 
I t was 
agreed th a t the provision should be stricken 
out. 
Assem blym an V an Fleet was re­ 
quested to draw up th e bill properly. 
I t 
appears th at, by inadvertence, the word 
“ roads ” rem ains in tw o of the later sec­ 
tions, though om itted in th e title and the 
preceding sections, th u s evidencing the in ­ 
tention to om it throughout. 
T he bill will 
probably come up in the Senate to-day. 
The bill m ay be seriously im paired by the 
inadvertent w ord referred to. 
I t should 
be stricken out. 
I t is not the desire, we are 
authoritatively informed, of the Commis­ 
sion to purchase any roads, and th e word 
rem ains in the bill w ithout its privity 
and against its express wish. 
The bill is 
too valuable a one to the S tate to be jeop­ 
ardized by a single word th a t m ight be 
construed to give it a doubtful character. 


THE 
CASH-SHANNON 
CASE. 


This is the last Southern m urder case, 
and it has ended in the usual way. 
Shan­ 
non had forced Cash, an old and feeble 
man, into a duel, and had then deliberately 
killed him. 
The evidence showed th a t this 
crim e was the culm ination of a brutal and 
infam ous conspiracy. 
Shannon is one of 
those ruffians who undertake to bully 
Southern society on the strength of their 
proficiency in m arksm anship. 
Cash was 
also a Southern man, b ut old and peaceable in 
disposition, and altogther unfitted to en­ 
counter his braw ny adversary. 
Shannon 
had boasted before the duel th a t he m eant 
to kill th e old man, and he kept his word. 
A more atrocious case, iu fact, has seldom 
been tried. The Judge charged the ju ry th at 
they could not find th e defendant guilty of 
anything short of m urder in the first de­ 
gree, and th ey disagreed, and were dis­ 
charged, having stood, so it is said, eiirht 
for acquittal and four for conviction. 
This 
is one more proof of the hopelessness of 
Southern civilization and progress until 
public opinion in th a t region is more en­ 
lightened. 
In regarding these evidences of 
Southern indifference to hum an life, how ­ 
ever, we do not forget th a t public opinion 
in California is quite as much in need of 
elevation, and th a t th e disagreem ent of 
the jury over the m urder of G lancey at 
Santa Barbara m ight very fairly be set 
against the disagreem ent of the ju ry in the 
Cash Shannon case. 


PASSAGE OF THE 
COERCION BILL. 


The House of Commons has a t last 
passed the coercion bill, and no doubt it 
will be hurried through its final stages in 
the Lords, and be pu t in operation speedily. 
This bill will m ake it alm ost impossible for 
the Land Leaguers to carry on their agita­ 
tion in Ireland, for whoever attem pts to 
practice or to advise “ Boycotting ” will be 
instantly arrested, while the presum ption 
is th a t the leaders of the League will have 
to choose prom ptly betw een im m igration 
and im prisonm ent. 
W hen the country has 
been 
reduced 
to 
quietness 
by 
these 
sharp 
measures, 
and 
there 
is 
no 
longer 
any 
question 
of 
rebellion 
or 
resistance to or contravention of the law, the 
G overnm ent proposes to introduce the new 
Irish land bill, which is being drafted w ith 
laborious care, and which it is expected 
will lead to a very exciting controversy. 
The coercion bill, however, will be p u t in 
force as soon as possible, to the end th at 
the sym ptom s of rebellion may all be 
crushed out before the discussion of re­ 
m edial m easures commences. 
This is a 
wise policy on the part of M r. G ladstone’s 
Governm ent, for in the present tem per of 
England it would probable be impossible to 
secure a tem perate and dispassionate dis- 
cuBsion of aily land bill, if the Leaguers 
were perm itted to sw agger and bluster 
while it was going on. 


L i v e l y W o r k . — The Bodie Free Prcxs 
of February 24th telH the following story : 
A rem arkable feat was perform ed Sun­ 
day night in th e Standard mine by N. B. 
W ard. 
Some days previous a bet was 
made by him w ith P. Kelly, both miners, 
th at he could load and deliver to the sta ­ 
tion seventeen car-loads of d irt in two 
hours’ tim e. 
M uch interest was m ani­ 
fested by men in the mine and out of it, 
as it seemed alm ost impossible th a t the 
task could be accomplished. 
B ut W ard 
did th e work, and in much less tim e than 
the contract called for. 
The distance from 
w here d irt was taken to the station was 
340 feet, and after the car was loaded it 
was delivered a t the station, to be em ptied 
by men a t th a t point. 
A car-load weighs 
1,500 pounds, and in this instance th e d irt 
had to he taken cu t eighteen inches below 
the track. 
The firet eleven loads were de­ 
livered in sixty-three m inutes, and the sev­ 
enteen in one hour and forty-tw o m inutes. 
W ard was obliged to handle 25,000 pounds 
of earth in all, or 248 pounds a m inute. 
This is good work, and if he does not earn 
his money while at w ork, it is because he 
does not try to. 
He is Btrong, well built, 
and is a hard m an to beat. 


A n E l e c t r i c W a t c h .— A w atchm aker 
at Copenhagen, of th e name of Sonderberg, 
is reported to have made a w atch which 
requires no winding up, inasmuch as it 
perform s th a t work itself by means of an 
electric current. 
An electric m agnet fixed 
inside the w atch keeps the spring perpetu­ 
ally in a state of tension. 
All th a t is re­ 
quired to keep the w atch running is to 
preserve the battery in proper w orking 
order, for w hich purpose one or tw o inspec­ 
tions in a tw elve-m onth are said to be 
a ofikient. 


Suspension of Railroad Communication 
from Folsom to Placerville. 


On Friday last it was announced at the 
freight depot of the Sacramento Valley R ail­ 
road th at no more freight would be received 
for Latrobe and Shingle Springs. 
Inquiry 
as to the cause of this suspensión of business 
revealed the fact th at all rolling stock would 
be withdrawn from the road in question and 
th at hereafter the line would be operated no 
farther than Folsom. 
Calling upon General 
Superintendent W right for an explanation of 
the cause of this suspension that official per­ 
m itted us to copy in full his official instruc­ 
tions from the President of the company, as 
follows: 
S a n F r a n c is c o , February —, 1881. 
Superintendent of the Sacramento and Placer- 
eillc Railroad Company : 
Dear S ir : Accompanying this you will 
find an order requiring you on or before Feb- ! 
ruary the 28th instant to withdraw all the 
rolling stock, equipments and m aterial here- j 
tofore in use in operating so much of the rail­ 
road of the Sacramento and Placerville Rail- i 
road Company as lies between the town of j 
Folsom, in Sacramento county, and Shingle ■ 
Springs, in E l Dorado county (via Latrobe), I 
and to deliver possession of the roadbed and 
right of way between said points to Mr. 
Louis M cLane, who has been appointed Re­ 
ceiver and directed to take possession thereof 
by an order of Court in an action now pend­ 
ing in the Superior Court of this city and 
county, D epartm ent No. 5, in which Mr. 
McLane is plaintiff and the Placerville and 
Sacramento Valley Railroad Company and 
the Sacramento and Placerville Railroad 
Company are defendants. 
Realizing the serious injury and inconveni­ 
ence which the execution of this order will 
occasion to the 
traveling public aud to 
the 
farmers, 
miners, 
merchants 
and 
mechanics 
of 
this 
section 
of 
the 
State, who have heretofore depended ami 
m ust depend upon the 
Sacramento and 
Placerville Railroad Company for their means 
of communication with Sacramento, San 
Francisco and tide water, I deem it proper, 
for your and their information, to state the 
fact3 which have led to this interruption of 
their convenient and necessary communica­ 
tion by rail with the points named. 
The Placerville and Sacramento Valley 
Railroad Company was organized iu 1882. 
Iu 1884 it undertook to issue bonds to the 
amount of §750,000, and to secure them by a 
mortgage ot its future income to Louis Mc­ 
Lane and Danforth N. Barney, as trustees 
for the holders of such bonds. 
The com­ 
pany had not then, nor has it ever since had, 
any rolling stock or other equipment for 
operating its road or for the transportation of 
passengers and freight. 
In the year 180ÍI the 
company made another mortgage of all its 
property to Charles E. M cl.ane, as trustee 
for Wells, Fargo & Co., to secure the pay­ 
ment of its promissory note for §200,000 and 
interest at the rate of 10 per cent, per annum. 
I t paid no interest on any of these obligations, 
and in the year 1871 the mortgage last named 
was foreclosed, by action brought in the name 
of Charles E. McLane, trustee ; and, at a 
judicial sale, William Alvord became the 
purchaser of the road-bed and right of way, 
and continued to hold it as the trustee of all 
the creditors of the Placerville and Sacra­ 
mento Valley Railroad Company, until July, 
1871, when, as trustee of all the creditors of 
the corporation, and by their direction, he 
sold and conveyed the property purchased by 
him, under the foreclosure proceeding, to 
Mr. H untington, Mr. Hopkins and myself, 
for the sum of §1(50,400 in gold coin of the 
United States. 
As we understood it, this 
foreclosure and sale were had pursuant to an 
arrangement entered into between Wells, 
Fargo & Company and the holders of the 
mortgage bonds, issued, as I have stated, in 
1864 ; and the proceeds derived from the sale 
and conveyance of the property to us were ap­ 
propriated to the payment pro rata of all the 
creditors. 
W hen we purchased the property, it was 
upon the assurance and distinct understand­ 
ing th at the property was thenceforth to be 
free and clear of all incumbrance and liability 
by reason of any acts of the Placerville and 
Sacramento Valley Railroad Company, and 
especially from the lien of the first mortgsgs 
bonds. 
W e took the property in good faith, 
and in the honest belief ttiat we had acquired 
the title to it free and clear of all incum­ 
brance, and that all its bonds and obliga­ 
tions were, with the money furnished by us, 
to be retired and paid. 
We subsequently 
conveyed this road-bed and right of way 
so acquired to the Sacramento and Plac­ 
erville 
Railroad 
Company, 
which 
has 
since operated the line from Sacramento to 
Folsom, from Folsom to Shingle Springs, by 
way of Latrobe, and making one line from 
Sacramento to Shingle Springs. 
J . P. Rob­ 
inson, who, as we understood, was provided 
for in the arrangement, and who, through 
his brother, L. L. Robinson, received his pro 
rata of the mouey furnished by us, subse­ 
quently commenced a suit to compel Louis 
McLane to execute the trusts imposed upon 
him by the firet mortgage. 
This action was 
commenced in the year 1807, and has ever 
since been pending. 
Iu this action Mr. Rob­ 
inson claimed to be the holder of 111 bonds. 
His action was defended against by Mr. Mc­ 
Lane upon the ground that his claim was 
fully paid and discharged, and we are in­ 
formed the evidence already taken in the case 
fully demonstrates th at fact. 
In the year 1877 Mr. Louis McLane com­ 
menced an action against the Placerville and 
Sacramento Valley Railroad Company and 
the Sacramento and 
Placerville Railroad 
Company, in which, as the alleged trustee fur 
the h»lder of ten first mortgage bonds, he 
sought to obtain possession of the property 
of the Placerville and Sacramento Valley 
Railroad Company, by reason of its alleged 
default in the payment of the interest upon 
tUe first mortgage bonds, and obtained an or­ 
der requiring the defendant to show cause 
why a Receiver should not be appointed to 
take, hold and operate the road during the 
pendency of the action. 
This application 
was not decided until December the 21st, 
1879, when the D istrict Court of the F if­ 
teenth Judicial District, in and for the city 
and county of San Francisco, made an order 
appointing Mr. M cLane the Receiver of the 
road, unless the Sacramento and Placerville 
Railroad Company should within fifty days 
thereafter pay the principal and interest of 
the bonds referred to in his complaint. These 
bonds were ten in number, and the amount 
required to be paid under this order would 
then have amounted to about §20,000. 
U nder advice of our counsel, proceedings 
were instituted in the Supreme Court to test 
the jurisdiction and power of the D istrict 
Court to make this order. 
These proceed­ 
ings resulted in the affirmance by the Su­ 
preme Court of the order of the Court below, 
and in November, 1880, the Superior Court 
of the city and county of San Francisco, De­ 
partm ent No. 5, acting as the successor of 
the Fifteenth D istrict Court, made an order 
requiring Mr. McLane, as trustee and re­ 
ceiver, to take possession of the property of 
the Placerville and Sacramento Valley R ail­ 
road Company, and to perform the duties 
devolving upon 
him 
as trustee and re­ 
ceiver 
according to 
the 
terms of 
the 
order of 
the 
Fifteenth 
D istrict Court. 
Fully realizing that the execution of the or­ 
der would involve the tuspension ot travel 
and the use of the road by the public, we en­ 
deavored to obtain a modification of it, so 
th at security might be given in some satisfac­ 
tory form and ample for the protection of the 
parties represented by Mr. McLane, pending 
the defense of the suit, which we proposed to 
make in good faith and for the purpose of 
determining the questions of payment and 
satisfaction of the bonds above indicated, and 
other questions involved in the action. 
We 
are informed, and believe the fact to be, that 
the mortgage or deed of trust attem pted te 
be m ale to secure the paym ent of the bonds 
is invalid and of no feroe and effect for the 
purpose for which it was designed, and con­ 
stitutes no lien, charge or incumbrance upon 
any of the property claimed by Mr. McLane 
in his action. 
W e represented to the Court 
th at at the time of the execution of the deed 
of trust to secure the bonds mentioned in 
Mr. M cLane’s complaint, the Placerville 
and Sacramento Valley Railroad Company 
had no rolling stock or equipments, and was 
not in a condition to operate or run the road, 
and has not ever since had any rolling stock 
or equipments belonging to it wherewith its 
road could be run or operated ; and that all 
the rolling Btock and equipments wherewith 
the road is now and has been operated always 
was, and now is, the property of the Sacra­ 
mento V alley 
Railroad 
Company. 
W e 
showed to the Court th at the Placerville and 
Sacramento Valley Railroad Company pos­ 
sessed only a road-bed and right of way for a 
distance 
of 
about 
264 
miles; 
that 
operated 
as the same 
now 
is by the 
present corporation, 
it 
affords 
facilities 
of communication to go from Placerville to 
Sacramento, from Placerville to Folsom, 
from Folsom to Shingle Springs, and from 
Sacramento to the county of Amador, and 
furnished means of communication to up­ 
wards of 4,000 people engaged in farming, 
mining, merchandising and mechanical em­ 


ployments. 
W e showed th at if the receiver 
should take possession of the road under the 
order of the Court it would be of necessity 
denuded of all the rolling stock and equip­ 
ments with which the same is now operated, 
and tfie result would necessarily follow that 
not only would the community he deprived 
of the facilities of communication, bnt nothing 
could be realized for the benefit of Mr. 
McLane as receiver, or for the holders of the 
bonds, and their security, sucb as it was, 
would be impaired by disuse and failure to 
keep it in order. 
W e represented th at to accommodate the 
public, protect our own interests, and to se­ 
cure the bona-fide holders of any bonds now 
outstanding and unpaid, in any judgment 
th at might be recovered in the action, which 
should declare a lien upon the property for 
their payment, we were ready and willing to 
furnish any security th at the Court might 
approve; or, if so ordered, to deposit in some 
suitable and proper place such reas nable 
sum of money as the Court might deeiu suf­ 
ficient to pay the amount of any judgment 
th at might be rendered in the action, as a 
charge or lien on the road-bed, right of way, 
and property of the Placerville and Sacra­ 
mento 
Valley 
Railroad 
Company. 
We 
showed also, th at by these means, the rights 
of all parties anil 
the public would be 
protected 
and 
their 
interests 
sub­ 
served; and th at 
the 
security of 
the 
plaintiff, 
if 
any 
he 
had, 
would 
not 
be impaired or affected, but would be bet­ 
tered by being used and kept in th at suitable 
repair which was necessary to its safe and 
profitable employment. 
Our application was hotly resisted by the 
attorney of Mr, M cLane, who represented in 
fact but ten bonds and accumulated interest ; 
and, to our surprise, J. P. Robinson appeared 
on the scene by his attorneys, and claimed 
the right to intervene in the action, and to 
have the like protection in the way of secur­ 
ity or deposit for the 111 bonds claimed to be 
owned by him, and also twenty other bonds, 
of whose existence up to th at moment we had 
never heard, and all of which we believe to 
have been fully paid aud discharged, under 
the arrangement to which I have alluded 
above. 
The Court refused to allow Mr. 
Robinson 
to 
intervene 
in 
the 
action, 
yet made an 
order requiring the Sac­ 
ramento and Placerville Railroad Company 
to deposit iu Court a sum of money sufficient 
to discharge and pay all these bonds, with 
their coupons for interest annexed to Ja n ­ 
uary, 1882, and fixed the amount of the de­ 
posit a t §377,500 ; and directed that if the 
defendant should within thirty days from the 
28th day of January, 1881, deposit in Court 
the sum of §377,500, to stand in the place of 
the mortgaged premises, and to be used by 
Mr. M cLane in the payment and discharge 
of all bonds and coupons, then the receiver 
should be discharged and the order appoint­ 
ing him should be vacated, but otherwise the 
order to remain in force and the receiver to 
proceed without delay to discharge the duties 
required of him by the previous order. 
The 
amount of money thus required to be paid is 
so far in excess of any amount th at could pos­ 
sibly be required to secure the payment of 
any judgment 
that 
could 
be rendered 
in favor of Mr. M cLane, th at the company, 
after full consideration of the facts, decline 
to part with it, and leave the responsibility 
for consequences where it properly belongs. 
W e should have been glad to furnish ample 
security for the performance of any judg­ 
ment which might have been recovered iu 
Mr. McLane’s suit, but we see no reason, 
either in law or common justice, for our sur­ 
rendering so large a sum of money for the 
alleged protection of bonds already fully 
paid and discharged, and concerning which 
other and entirely different litigation is pend­ 
ing in the Courts. 
You are at liberty to make such use of this 
communication as shall fully inform the 
patrons of the road of the reasons which 
have led to the making of the order to you 
herewith inclosed. 


PKEAPPOINNMENTá. 


In response to a communication from the 
Governor to the Attoruey-General, request­ 
ing his opinion as to whether the Executive, 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, has power at this time to appoint H a r­ 
bor and Insurance Commissioners aDd Port 
W ardens to succeed those now in office whose 
terms will expire after the adjournm ent of 
this and before the assembling of the next 
Legislature, the following opinion was sub­ 
m itted : 
“ Section 368 of the Political Code provides 
for the appointm ent of P ort W ardens and 
Insurance Commissioners, and the appoint­ 
m ent of H arbor Commissioners is provided 
for by Section 2520 of the same Code. 
By 
these sections the appointing power is vested 
in the Governor, by and with the advice aud 
consent of the S enate; but I have found no 
provision fixing any time at whicli that 
power shall be exercised. 
There being no 
time 
fixed, 
the 
m atter 
is 
largely, 
if 
not wholly, within 
the discretion of the 
appointing power, and the most appropriate 
time for the exercise of the power would be 
during the session of the Legislature held next 
before the expiration of the term of the prt s­ 
ent incumbents of the offices to be filled. 
If 
your power to appoint could not be exercised 
until after the expiration of the term s of the 
present incumbents, the result would be 
that Section 879 of the Political Code would 
have the effect practically to extend the terms 
of those no w holding those offices until the next 
meeting of the Legislature, when yonrappoint* 
ments could receive the confirmation of the 
Senate. 
(See People vs. Tilton, 37 Cal. 614, 
and People vs. Biased, 49 Cal. 107.) Such a 
result was never contemplated by the le g is­ 
lature. 
On the contrary, it was clearly in­ 
tended th at in all cases in which your 
appointm ent requires the continuation of the 
Senate, the appointm ent of a successor to 
such officer should he made before the expi­ 
ration of the term of office of the latter, ami 
at such time as to enable the appointee to re­ 
ceive the consent of the Senate before the 
expiration of his predecessor’s term. 
In this 
manner only can the system he harmonized 
and the terms fixed by the Legislature main­ 
tained. 
Such a course was pursued in the 
appointm ent of Stephen H. Tilton in Ja n ­ 
uary, 1864, the term of the then incumbent 
not expiring until November of th at year.”

A DISCOVERY 
IN 
THE 
PuW DER LINE. 


T he result of an im portant discovery 
was recently exhibited 
a t Jersey City. 
It has been ascertained th a t th e explosive 
quality in gunpow der may be tem porarily 
removed by adding and thoroughly m ixing 
in three tim es its w eight of pow dered glass. 
On the occasion referred to above, th e gen­ 
tlem en conducting the experim ent th ru st 
a red-hot poker into a q u antity of the 
powder so prepared, the only result being 
a steady and harmless combustion, as if so 
much punk had been ignited. 
The addi­ 
tion of 
four 
parts of glass to one of 
powder very nearly destroyed the proper­ 
ties of the powder, for saving th a t com­ 
ing into im m ediate contact w ith the iro r, 
none burned. The value of the discovery lies 
in the fact th a t upon subsequent sifting in 
a sieve, so as to elim inate th e glass, the 
explosive quality of the pow der is found 
to he apparently unchanged. 
I t is claimed 
th at the danger in handling, transporting 
and storing is entirely obviated. 
A fear 
seems to be entertained, however, th a t the 
use of powder, which has previously been 
thus treated, in shotguns may tend to foul 
the gnns. 
No assurance on this head is 
advanced by the parties m ost interested. 
The explanation of the above curious dis­ 
covery is purely mechanical. 
The glass 
holds away one grain of powder from an­ 
other in such a m anner th a t sim ultaneous 
ignition is prevented. 
The above m ethod 
of rendering pow der inexplosive has long 
besn known, but some of the facts cited in 
connection therew ith are both new and in­ 
teresting.

Upon motion of Mr. Butler the sales 
of the Miller ferry for S370, to A. ,J. Bump, 
and the boiler for $100, to (ieorge Switzer, 
were apt/roved, and the Chairman was au* 
thorized to convey the said property to pur­ 
chasers. The Chairman of the Board was 
also instructed to notify James Barrett of the 
sale of the ferry and direct that he deliver 
the ferry boat and equipments to said pur­ 
chaser. A petition was received from J. H. 
Wallace and others asking the establishment 
of a new highway, as described by them, in 
Hoad District No. 0, which petition was set 
for hearing at 10 a . M. on March 8, 1881. 
An application was reoeived from residents 
of the Third W ard asking that relief be 
granted a destitute family in that part of the 
city. The matter wat referred to Supervisor 
Blair with power to act. Upon motion of 
Mr. Christy, the members of the Board from 
the city were authorized to oinfer with the 
Board of City Trustees in relation to chang­ 
ing the c ourse of Burns’ slough so as to keep 
its waters outside the city, and they were 
given power to act in the premises.

THE CITY DEBT. 
E ds. R eco rd U nion : Will you permit me 
the use of your columns to reply to a commu­ 
nication of W. S. Mesick in the Bee of the 
25th instant. Mr. Mesick’s communication 
nets out apparently to prove one proposition 
which I will not deny, that is, that it takes 
less money to repudiate a debt and refuse to 
pay it at all than to buy it up at 25 cents on 
the dollar. This is undoubtedly true, unless 
the creditor shall sue and compel the debtor 
to spend more money feeing lawyers and hid- 
iug his property than it would to have paid 
tbe 25 cents. 
He states some other propositions I am not 
willing to admit. First, that anybody else 
could have funded as much of the debt 
with the $200,000 raised for that purpose 
as the Fund Commissioners purchased. 
Second, that it would take at the 
present time about 40 per cent, more money 
to pay the balance of the funded debt than it 
would have cost to pay the whole if the Fund­ 
ed Debt Commission hail never existed. These 
two propositions show that Mr. Me.-ick is not 
well informed as to the operation of the Fund­ 
ed Debt Commission. The City Trustees in 
18(50 and 1861 had money on hand with 
which to redeem the city funded debt, and 
they did redeem $35,000 worth of bonds in 
these two years. But they redeemed them 
at par, ánd I presume if Mr. Mesick had been 
in the Board he woold have done the same 
tiling. I never stated that the Fund Commie 
sioners bought the indebtedness of the city 
at 251, ceDtson the dollar ; but that it cost 
the tiix-payers only 25$ cents on the dollar in 
the way of taxes. We bought the bonds at 
an average of about 32 cents on the dollar, 
and all the coupons we bought at an 
average of about 55 cents on the dollar. But 
whilst we paid these figures to the bond­ 
holders the citizens only had to pay 25$ cents 
on the average. The difference between the 
two came out of the interest fund created 
under the terms of the Act. This interest 
fund never cost the taxpayers one farthing. 
I have often explained this matter to the citi­ 
zens of this city, bnt have no space to repeat 
it here. If the $200,000 had been applied to 
buying bonds and coupons in the ordinary 
way, it would not have bought one dollar 
more of the debt, but would have bought 
3300.000 less. Iu other words, in the ordi­ 
nary mode of buying and selling bonds 
and coujions, we could not have bought up 
over $51)0,000 with taxes raised for that pur­ 
pose, but by uniting the taxes witb my 
.-eheme of a compound interest funo, we have 
within a fraction of 3800,000, By the end of 
this year we will have at least §900,000 of 
the debt, without anoiher dime from taxes. 
Tais §900,000 will stand the people in 22 
cents on the dollar, instead of 25$ cents, as 
it now stands. 
Now, let me say what I promised the peo­ 
ple in 1S72, wheu I first proposed my sinkiug 
fund scheme. 1 told them that if they would 
agree to impose on themselves a tax of 50 
cents per annum on the 3100, or say, in other 
words—a tax of one-half on one per cent, for 
eleven years, which I estimated would yield 
about 3;I500,000, and let me manage the fund, 
1 could virtually extinguish the debt in that 
time—that is, that I could with that fund 
take up, say one million three or four hundred 
th msand dollars of the principal, anil a pro­ 
portionate amount of the past due coupons. 
I explained that the whole debt could not be 
taken up in this way ; there would always be 
a remnant in the hands of administrators, 
guardians, etc., which could not be reached. 
At that time fifty cents would have produced 
350.000 per annum, but I thought values 
would iucrease, and probably eleven levies 
would amount to $600,000. 
Well, I got 
3200,000—one-third what 1 asked for, and 
soon took up a little leBS than one-third the 
entire debt, but more than one-third what 
I expected to take up with the $600,­ 
000. 
The scheme, I find by experience, 
works betler than 
1 expected. The 
interest fund now brings in about §35,000 a 
year, and is constantly increasing. Although 
the bonds and coupons are constantly rising 
in value, they do not rise as fast as the inter­ 
est fund accumulates. Every year we get 
more bonds and coupons from the same 
amount of tax money than the preceding 
year. So far from the scheme having col­ 
lapsed, it is now more prosperous than it ever 
was. For the past two years we have got a 
far larger amount of bonds and also a larger 
amount of coupons for the same tax money 
than we ever got before. And if the people 
will afford even a tax of 3300,000 in the next 
twenty years, or say 315,000 a year, I will 
guarantee that it will virtually extinguish 
the city debt; reduce it to a smaller ánmunt 
than I suggested in 1872. This is taking 
3100.000 less than I originally asked. 
(If course, you only have my word for this. 
It is impossible to detail all the operations of 
this bill in a newspaper article. Bnt if the 
Board of Trade will appoint a committee of 
nine (and I would like to see William S. 
Mesick and .Tames MoCTatcliy on that com­ 
mittee), I will show the modus operandi to 
them and prove that I am correct, unless the 
committee should consist of men determined 
not to understand and not to be convinced.

CLOSING OF THE SACRAMENTO AND 
PLACERVILLE RAILROAD. 
Elsewhere announcement is made of the 
closing of a section of the Sacramento and 
Placerville Railroad, that which connects 
with tbe old Sacramento Valley Railroad at 
Folsom and runs thence to Shingle Springs. 
The road has been placed in the hands of a 
Receiver, and the facts leading up to that 
event are fully explained in the official in­ 
structions in another column. The local effect 
of the closing of this road is of importance. 
Heretofore freights and mails for El Dorado 
county have nearly all gone over the 
two roads named, but the closing of the 
upper section makes Folsom the terminal 
point, and places El Dorado county twenty- 
six miles farther off in reality. So too with 
a large part of the eastern and northern sec­ 
tions of Amador county. AH these regions 
must now be reached by other routes. These 
are three iu number. First, by rail to Fol­ 
som over the Sacramento Valley Railroad, 
and thence to El Dorado, Mud Springs, 
Placerville, Latrobe, Shingle Springs, Ply­ 
mouth, Sutter Oieek, etc., by stage and 
wagon route. Second, by rail to lone City, 
via Galt, and thence through Amador by 
stage and wagon route. Third, by rail to 
Auburn, in Placer county, and thence by 
stage and wagon route to Greenwood, George­ 
town and Placerville. Superintendent Wright 
sivB that it is probable most freight 
for Amador county will go via Galt and 
lone, but it is likely that freight wagons will 
be put on also at once from Folsom. The 
stage line that has heretofore connected with 
the cars at Shingle Springs will now meet 
passengers at Folsom, beginning this morn­ 
ing, and running regularly hereafter. The 
stage line from Auburn to Georgetown and 
Placerville will probably do quite a share of 
the passenger business under the new arrange­ 
ment, while transportation lines from loce 
City will receive a new impetus, and prob­ 
ably be extended. The Sacramento and 
Placerville Railroad will announce a new 
time table to Folsom on Wednesday, the 
old one prevailing until then. As to the mails, 
no positively definite statement can be made. 
Postmaster Hopping has informed Postal- 
Superintendent McKusick of the situation. 
It is probable mails may be delayed to-day, 
but by to-morrow it is expected that arrange­ 
ments will be made for their prompt and reg­ 
ular transmission. The new’ situation will 
not probably affect Sacramento business any 
further than to make the time of transporta­ 
tion in the directiou of El Dorado county 
and Amador somewhat more extended. 
Business men do not think freights will be 
much advanced, as active competition is ex­ 
pected between teaming lines. El Dorado 
county will be the greatest sufferer, and the 
people of that county will probably experi­ 
ence serious inconvenience. The town of 
Folsom will be benefited not a little, as it 
will be tbe terminal point of most cf the 
teaming lines, as the roads from there 
into El Dorado are better at all sea­ 
sons than those from Auburn or lone. 
Superintendent Wright says he has no in­ 
formation upon which he can base a judg­ 
ment as to how long the new arrangement 
wiil prevail, but be hopes it will be but a few 
weeks, though it may continue indefinitely. 
The situation will restore to something like 
its old activity the staging busiuess, anil make 
the mountains echo the crack of the driver’s 
whip and the “ talk” of the coach wheels, 
which have so long answered only to the 
scream of the locomotive whistle. 
Land L eague M eeting.—The Sacramento 
Land 1.cague met yesterday afternoon in 
Pioneer Hall, D. E. Woods presiding. It 
was addressed by Assemblyman John H. Gil­ 
more, who spoke feelingly and at length on 
the unfortunate complications in Ireland and 
the sufferings of her poor. Hugh J. Mohan 
offered the following resolutions, which were 
unanimously adopted, and three cheers were 
given for Governor Perkins: Whereas, no 
less distinguished men than General B. E. 
Butler and the apostle of liberty, Wendell 
Phillips, have raised their voices in behalf of 
down-trodden Ireland, and are to-day, with 
hundreds of other distinguished orators and 
statesmen throughout the Unifed States, 
nobly battling with their Irish fellow citizens 
for the abolition of the cruel system of slavery 
now dominant in Ireland, as the result of the 
coercive laws of Great Britain toward that 
uuhappy land, with a view to still further 
enslaving her people ; and, whereas, Robert 
Emmet died for liberty, truth and justice, and 
the freedom of his native laud ; therefore, be it 
resolved, that his Excellency, Governor 
George 0. Perkins, be invited by this League 
to preside over the meeting to be held in 
Turner Hall on March 4th for the purpose of 
celebrating the 1031 anniversary of Robert 
Emmet, the patriot, scholar and pure sacri­ 
ficial offering on the altar of liberty for the 
freedom of his fellow-countrymen and the 
elevation of his native land to that rank 
among the nations of the earth to whieh her 
position and her liberty-loving children en­ 
title her. 
P o lic e C o u rt.—In the Police) Court on 
Saturday Thomas Brown, who was found 
uilty on the preceding day of abstracting 
clothing from a room at the International 
Hotel, was fined 3100. In default of pay­ 
ment he was sent to the County Jail for 100 
days. Perry Windsor, alias Duncan, was 
tried and found guilty of malicious mischief, 
and sentenced to pay a fine of $130. He was 
also found guilty of petit larceny, and an ad­ 
ditional fine of 340 was imposed. The charge 
of battery against the same individual was 
dismissed, as no complaint had been filed. 
l)oc Smith, common drunkard, was tried, 
found guilty and sent to the County Jail for 
a term of 30 days. George Stewart, arrested 
for disturbance of the peace, was tried, found 
not guilty and discharged. Mike Dwyer was 
found guilty of battering the man Roberts at 
a down-town saloon on Friday night. It was 
shown, however, that Roberts, while drunk, 
was spoiling for a fight, ami daring people 
promiscuously to knock a chip off his shoul­ 
der, and the used-up condition he was re­ 
solved into was the result of Dwyer’s extend­ 
ing accommodation to him.

A PROBABLE FATAL STAB. 
About 1 o’clock yesterday morning two men 
named Mike Boyle and Cornelius Hayes, 
entered 
the saloon of B. Lucy, on 
Second, between K and L streets, and 
asked the proprietor if they could go into 
the card-room and play a game 
cf 
pedro. Consent was given, and they went 
in, both being somewhat under the influence 
of liquor. After playing awhile they passed 
out upon the walk, Boyle going in advance, 
and soon after, when a short distance from 
the saloon, got into an altercation about their 
game, when Hayes was stabbed by Boyle in 
the lower portion of the left side, making, as 
will probably prove, a fatal wound. The 
whole matter was so entirely between them­ 
selves and without any loud words or conver­ 
sation, that even those in the immediate 
neighborhood were not aware that there w .s 
any difficulty until after the stabbiug had 
taken place. 
Soon after the act wag 
committed, Hayes walked back into Lucy’s 
saloon, and remarked, “ That man cut 
me.” He was then accompanied by a friend 
to the office of the City Physician, near by, 
and upon reaching the hall leading to the 
office fell in a state of exhaustion. The Chief 
of Police was then notified of the affair, and 
calling upon the wounded man obtained a 
personal description of Boyle, who was a 
stranger to Hayes. The Chief called to his 
assistance officers Rider and Smith, Cafferty 
(local) and Deputy Sheriff Barron, and ac­ 
companied by B. Lucy, search was instituted 
for Boyle and continued until about 7 o’clock 
yesterday morning when he was found at the 
lower end of Front street and placed in con­ 
finement at the city jail. The wounded man 
was also conveyed to the police station, after 
his wuun# was dressed, and made as com­ 
fortable as possible and received all needel 
care. The statement subsequently made by 
Hayes to Chief Karcher as to the transaction 
was that he and Boyle went from the Cali­ 
fornia Hotel, on Front street, to Lucy’s 
saloon, and there played a game of cards, 
over which they got into a dispute ; that 
Boyle went out upon the walk and he fol­ 
lowed him. While outside he walked up 
toward Boyle and reaching out his arm said, 
“ Here, lets go back and finish the game 
that nothing was said or done, but Boyle at 
once drew a knife and stabbed him. 
Hayes is an Irishman, 28 years of age, and 
has been in the State about five years, but 
only recently came to Sacramento. Boyle is 
also au Irishman, a little over40 years of age. 
He formerly worked in this city, but has 
been away for beveral years. Has been of 
late at work on the Haggin & Tevis ranch, 
and came to the city on Saturday. He claims 
that he never before liad any difficulty with 
any one, but that Hayes knocked him dowu 
on the walk and was coming at him again 
as he was cutting some tobacco to fill his 
pipe, whereupon he struck him with his knife 
which he had in his hand, which is an ordi­ 
nary pocket-knife.

DOMESTIC. 
W all street and the Stock Exchange at 
New Y ork were in a whirl of excitement at 
the opening Saturday, but as the m arket 
grew stronger under the impulse of the Treas­ 
ury redemptions, w hat promised to be a 
memorable financial panic proved to have 
been happily averted, at least for the present. 
The deposits of N ational Banks received at 
the Treasury D epartm ent Saturday for re­ 
tirem ent from circulation amount to S2,826,- 
720. 
Total to date, §13,802,909. 
The statem ent of New York banks shows a 
circulation decrease of §2,321,900. The banks 
now hold §1,487,375 in excess of legal re­ 
quirements. 
I t is thought by New York provision mer­ 
chants that the recent embargo placed upon 
American pork by the French Government 
will be only tem porary. 
I t has not affected 
the prices of pork at th at m arket materially. 
The Grand Ju ry in New Y ork criticise the 
conduct of the State Board of Police Com­ 
missioners in regard to gamblers and lotteries, 
and say th at all the variety theaters and vile 
dens, which are numerous, are under the con­ 
trol of the Mayor and the police authorities, 
and can be closed whenever the latter choose 
to enforce the law. 
• 
The deaths in New York City since the 1st 
of January are 6,348, an enormous increase 
over the corresponding time of last year. 
Commissioner Williamson of the General 
Land Office, has rendered his decision in the 
case of th? Rancho Sobrante, Castro broth­ 
ers confirmees. 
The Commissioner, in his 
decision, rejects the official survey made by 
Deputy Surveyor Minto, and directs a survey 
to be made wliich shall include the Sobrante 
Rancho, San 
Antonio, 
Moraga, 
Pinole, 
Valencia and San Pablo, excepting, however, 
from the granted lim its land embraced within 
the official survey of the Boca del Pinole 
Rancho, and also a strip of laud included 
within the northern, exterior boundary of 
San Lorenzo Rancho. 
He also decides that 
the Castro brothers are entitled to the lands 
lying west of San Pablo Rancho and the bay 
of San Francisco which were above high- 
water m ark in 1850. 
It is understood rather positively now at 
W ashington, th at Garfield will not call the 
usual extra session of the Senate until after 
the Wisconsin Legislature shall elect a suc­ 
cessor to Carpenter. 
This will probably 
throw the extra session and organization of 
the new Senate over until the 10th or 15th of 
March, and thus avert the necessity of ad­ 
journing the Wisconsin Legislature for the 
Governor to appoint Carpenter’s successor, 
and avoid a law of Congress which would 
prevent an election till M arch 8th. 
All differences which recently existed at 
W ashington regarding the inaugural proces­ 
sion are amicably adjusted, and all the com­ 
mittees are working harmoniously w ith a 
view to making the occasion a grand success. 
The city is fast filling with strangers. 
The excess of exports of merchandise over 
imports for the twelve months ending Jan u ­ 
ary 31, 1881, was S210.001.752; for the 
twelve months ending January 31, 1880, 
$237,452,160. 
I t is estimated by the Treasury officials 
that the reduction in the public debt for Feb­ 
ruary will be about §10,000,000. 
Rev. George H . Poole, who died of small­ 
pox a week or so ago, and was buried in the 
P otter’s Field at Flatbush, Long Island, and 
who, it has since been discovered, was worth 
§500,000, was a member of the Pittsburg 
Conference, M ethodist Church, from 1849 to 
1808. 
I t was his eccentric disposition that 
led him to conceal his identity when attacked 
with small-pox. 
In a shooting affray between two young 
farmers named M arkin Ross and William 
Pickett, Thursday, near W averly, Mo., the 
former was fatally wounded and the latter in­ 
stantly killed. 
A t Charleston, S. C., Judge Presley, in 
charging the jury in the Cash-Shannon duel­ 
ing case, Saturday, said that, according to 
the law, the offense with which the prisoner 
was charged was murder, and nothing else. 
Afterw ards the iury came into Court and 
stated they could not agree, and the Judge 
ordered them dismissed.

eight for acquittal and four for conviction.

A p p r o p r i a t i o n Bill- 
T he F u u d l n g Bill. 


W a s h i n g t o n , February 27ih.—The river 
and harbor bill, as passed by the Senate last 
night, contains all the Pacific coast appropri­ 
ations voted bv the House of Representatives, 
together with Farley’s amendments increas­ 
ing the amounts lor the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin rivers and W ilmington harbor, and 
insening a new item for Hum boldt bay, 
which have heretofore been described in these 
dispatches. 
The Senate also udopted an 
amendment offered* by Farley, which makes 
the proviso attached to the Oakland harbor 
appropriation read as follows: “ The sums 
appropriated and reappropriated 6hall not be 
available until the right of the United States 
to make such improvements as are herein pro­ 
vided for shall be secured, free of expense to 
the United States, in a manner satisfactory 
to the Secretary of W ar.” The proviso as 
passed by the House required the D epart­ 
m ent to secure the right of the United States 
to the bed of the estuary and traiuing-walls 
of the work. 
The sundry civil appropriation bill, as com­ 
pleted by the House of Representatives in 
Committee of the Whole last night, is un­ 
changed in its Pacific coast items reported in 
these dispatches of the 18th instant. 
The 
amount recommended by the Committee on 
Appropriations for surveying public lands 
has been increased, however. 
This was done 
on the motion of Representative Page, who 
supported his amendment with a vigorous 
little speech, and was seconded iu his success­ 
ful effort by 6everal other W estern men, in­ 
cluding R yan of Kansas, Horace Davis and 
Delegate Brents. 
The prevalent impression to-Dight is that 
the funding bull, which comes up in the 
lli use to-morrow, will in some way or an­ 
other be defeated of final enactment rtuless 
the fifth section be either wholly stricken out 
or m aterially modified. 
If the amendments 
of the opponents of this section be rejected 
or excludtd on points of order, they threaten 
to resort to filibustering, and thus endeavor to 
keep the bill iu the House until the session 
expires. 
If, however, these efforts prove 
Unsuccessful, and the bill shall be returned 
to the Senate with any change whatever in 
the Senate amendments now awaiting con­ 
currence, there will very probably be a ma­ 
jority in that body who will insist upon 
amending the controverted features of the 
fifth section, with the result of forcing the 
House to some position or else of wrecking 
the bill.

O m a h a , February 27th.—The 
Nebraska 
Legislature adjourned sine die at Lincoln 
this morning at 3 o’clock. 
Among the prin­ 
cipal bills passed during the last hours of the 
session was a high license for saloons, which 
goes into effect ninety days hence. 
In cities 
of over 10,000 people the "license is §1.000 per 
year, and in smaller citie.s §500. 
Saloon­ 
keepers must give a bond of §500, and they 
are made responsible for civil damages. 
No 
screens ate to be perm itted in a saloon. 
Druggists do not have to take out a license. 
An anti-treating bill was also passed, making 
it a misdemeanor for one man to treat another. 
A ll through the Legislature a strong tight 
was made by the temperance agitators to 
pass a bill subm itting a prohibitory constitu­ 
tional amendment to a vote of the people, but 
this bill, requiring a three-fifths vote of the 
Legislature, was defeated by only two votes. 
The above bills were then passed as a com­ 
promise. 
The Legislature passed a bill sub­ 
m itting 
a woman 
suffrage constitutional 
amendment to a vote of the people at the 
general election in 1882, 
The anti-railroad 
legislation is not considered adverse or unfair 
to the railroads, even by themselves.

C i n c i n n a t i , February 27th.—John Sulli­ 
van was murdered by Dick Hurley Dear mid­ 
night in Bucktown, corner of Eighth street 
and Eagleston avenue.

a low saloon, where Dick H urley and John 
Suilivan were spectators. 
The four card- 
players got into a tight, and were ejected, 
alike M urphy came at H urley with a knife, 
but a private watchman disarmed him. H ur­ 
ley went out the back door and started home. 
M urphy attacked him, when he shot three 
times, one b ill wounding M urphy, another 
killing Sullivan, who was on his way home. 
Sullivau died at a quarter past 12. 
Hurley 
is arrested, with charges of shooting with in­ 
tent to kill and murder. 
A bout two years 
ago Hurley, then a member of the City Dem­ 
ocratic Committee, stabbed, almost mortally, 
JobD Hinkle, another member of the same 
committee, but never was prosecuted. 
He 
was shortly afterward made watchmau of the 
city building. 
He was regarded as a cour­ 
ageous, cold-blooded, malicious desperado. 


Mysterious Affair at Chicago. 


C h ic a g o , February 27th.—To-day the po­ 
lice were notified of the mysterious case of 
the body of a man lying dead iu bed at 347 
South Clark street, which recalled some of 
the circumstances of the Chastine Cox m ur­ 
der case, and the tying of Cadet W hittaker 
at W est Point.

The building was St. Patrick’s 
Orphan Asylum, situated od the corner of 
Jackson street and Lincoln avenue, about a 
mile from the center of the city, and was oc­ 
cupied by a number of Sisters of Charitv, 
and under their charge were forty chil­ 
dren from six to twelve 
years of 
age. 
The boys and girls occupied separate dormi­ 
tories on the third floor. 
A t half-past 8 a 
Sister took them to their rooms and locked 
the doors. 
Descending the stairs, she discov­ 
ered smoke issuicg from a room of the second 
story, and opening the door she was driven 
back by a cloud of smoke. 
The fire was 
raging along the ceiling, makiug its way to 
the upper floor. 
The Sister darted up stairs 
and found the girls’ room full of smoke. 
She 
ran to the lower floor and started back to get 
the boys. 
The smoke was pouring into the 
ball in blindiug clouds, and when about half 
way up the stairs the Sister m et a stranger.

but he 
refused to allow 
her, 
saying the 
boys 
had 
been 
rescued,

The alarm brought

The ccffiu was almost covered with flowers, 
and at the foot was a pillow of white blossoms 
upon which was the word “ Rest.”

Carpenter, her son and daughter, were es­ 
corted to the carriage by General Sherman, 
and following them was the aged mother of 
the dead Senator aud her son Edward.

THE LIBERTY OF THE PRESS IN FRANCE 
AND GAMBETTA’S LEADERSHIP. 


A Play that Failed—Some Dramatic Notes 
—The Cap Sheaf of Cat and 
Rat Stories. 


B rilh h Defeated by llie Hours aud Tlieir 
Commander k illed . 
M t. Prospect (Natal), February 27th.— 
General Colley with six companies has taken 
possession of Spitzkop, a position to the left 
of Laingsnek. 
Firing has been heard all the 
morning. 
N ew castle (Natal), February 27th.—A 
severe engagement took place to-day between 
the Boers and General Colley’s force, and the 
latter were drivtd from its position at .Spitz­ 
kop. 
There w»s greatjloss on both sides, and 
many British officers were-killed and wounded. 
L ater.—A telegram from Colley’s camp 
says th at all the wounded ccming in agree in 
reporting that General Colley has been killed, 
and only 100 escaped. 
The Boers charged up 
the hill four times, aud were about retreating 
when the British were forced to retire, be­ 
cause their ammunition had not been taken 
to the extreme summit. 
London, 
February 
27th — M idnight.— 
General Colley, in a dispatch sent previous 
to the engagement to-day. says: 
“ We occu­ 
pied M ajóla mountain Saturday night. 
It 
immediately overlooks the Boer position. 
The Boers are fighting us from below.” 
L ater he says : 
“ The Boers ate still firing 
heavily on the hill, but have broken up their 
laager and begun to move away.” 
The W ar Office has the following telegram 
from Colouei Bond, commanding at M ount 
Prospect: 
“ General Colley, with 22 officers 
and 627 men, infantry and a naval brigade, 
proceeded Saturday night to occupy M ajóla 
mountain. 
The Boers attacked him a t 7 
o’clock Sunday morning. 
A t 1 p. m. the fir­ 
ing increased, and at 2:40 it became evident 
from the camp that we had lost the hill, and 
our men were retiring under a heavy fire. 
There is no doubt th at General Colley is 
killed.” 
General Wood telegraphs corroborating the 
above, and says he will returp to Newcastle 
Monday. 


L o n d o n , February 28th— a . 
ii .— A dis­ 
patch from D urban states that two compa­ 
nies of Highlanders remained on the summit 
of 
Spitzkop 
after the retreat, throwing 
stones down on the advancing Boers, and 
subsequently received them at the point of 
the bayonet. 
The guns from M ount Pros- 
spect greatly checked the pursuit of the 
British. 
The enemy were largely reinforced 
by the Boers from Orange Free State. 
The 
Boers were heated off at W akkerstroom, 
after two hours’ fighting. 
The British loss 
is slight. 
Another account of the fight at Spitzkop 
say s: 
Wiien the ammunition failed the 
slaughter was fearful. 
Finally the British 
made a desperate L ut unsuccessful rush. The 
Sixtieth Foot fought their way back to camp. 
It is stated th at only seven men of the Fifty- 
eighth survive. 
The camp is being fortified 
at eveiy point.

Liberty of the press is an 
ogre which frightens th e m ajority of the 
Chamber, but there is a m inority composed 
of th e best intellect of the land and some 
of th e m ost eloquent orators. 
I t is a no­ 
torious fact th a t G am betta is opposed to 
the liberty of the press. 
T hree years 
ago he pleaded in one of th e Courts, for 
th e first tim e since m any years, on behalf 
of one of his friends who had suffered at 
the hauds of some journalist, and the em i­ 
nent orator made use of all his eloquence 
to prove how w rong it was for new spapers 
to go th eir way unhindered, and how neces­ 
sary it was for journalists to he muzzled, 
lest growing too heated in contest they 
m ight become mad and bite in a dangerous 
m anner. 
G am betta, in th a t instance, as in 
m any others, did not fail to convince the 
unbelieving, decide th e w avering and carry 
the m ajority w ith him , and many who had 
h itherto vouched com plete confidence in 
the necessary 
. 


LIBERTY OF THE PRESS 
W ere won over to the orator's reasoning. 
Em ile de G irardin, however, never wavered 
an instant, and had the courage to de­ 
nounce the fallacy of G am betta’s argu­ 
m ents w ith more than his w onted energy. 
In fact this em inent journalist has ever 
held these liberal principles as a religious 
creed, and has com hatted for them during 
his whole journalistic life. 
He was nom ­ 
inated the President of the Commission for 
the preparation of these articles, b u t his 
task has not proved a light one, and he has 
desired on more than one occasion to resign 
his position. 
I t was an unfortunate cir­ 
cum stance th a t one of G am betta’s friends 
should have gotten himself into difficulty 
and required the assistance of th e cele­ 
brated orator, else would it not be so gen­ 
erally know n as to w hat are his intim ate 
convictions on the subject, and m any of the 
members would he more readily convinced 
of th e necessity of a free press in a free 
country—not necessity, exactly, for desirable 
things are privileges, and one may say the 
possibility. 
For here, as all over the 
world, there are a vast num ber of persons 
who seem to desire nothing b etter than to 
have some one do their thinking for them 
.and decide for them in all m atters of im ­ 
portance. 
Besides, in no country of the 
world, I believe, is hero worship carried to 
such great e x ten t—sufficient to satisiy the 
enthusiasm of Carlyle himself. 
W ere it 
otherw ise would the first Napoleon have 
ever succeeded in strew ing French bones 
in th e four corners of the earth, or his 
nephew in strangling the Republic and 
keeping the French nation under his heel 
for so m any years. 
G am betta is 


THE HERO OF THE rllESENT MOMENT, 
A nd th e m ajority of the Cham ber pride 
them selves in thinking as he does, and in 
following all his motions ; and in spite of 
the eloquence and earnestness of a num ber 
of fine orators and journalists, one article 
after another is tw isted, m utilated aud in ­ 
verted to such an extent th at one would 
believe they were m aking laws for the pro­ 
tection of a king and the preservation 
of a m onarchy. 
I t is really astonishing 
to perceive the num ber of articles passed 
relative 
to 
the 
punishm ents 
inflicted 
on him who may w rite or speak in such 
or such a m anner of th e President of the 
Republic, and were he a m onarch, ruling 
by the divine right claim ed for kings, he 
would not be protected more efficaciously 
against the candid exoression of opinion 
belonging to his subjects. 
Ah ! France 
needs a H am ilton, such as through his 
eloquence and superior talen ts won for us 
“ th e best cau se; th e cause of liberty — 
th a t to which nature aud the laws of our 
country have given us th e right, the lib­ 
erty both of exposing and opposing arbi­ 
trary power, by speaking and w riting the 
tru th .” 
N ot b u t th a t France may boast 
of her Zengers, for goodness knows, the 
journalists half of them spend a qu arter of 
th eir tim e in prison, and although they may 
there receive all the visits they desire, can 
read, smoke cigars, or play chess the 
whole day long, th a t kind of life soon 
grows monotonous, and 
they w ould he 
perfectly 
willing to 
dispense 
w ith 
it 
altogataer. 
All Republican and liberal- 
m inded journalists had hoped m uch from a 
Republican Chamber, and wqp-e confident 
th at, since the subject of th e press was tor 
th e first tim e treated under the Republic, 
they would obtain, if not entire liberty, at 
least a decided am elioration of th eir con­ 
dition, hut they have been sadly m istaken, 
and the turn k ey has now hu t to brighten 
up his keys and prepare the cells for their 
accustomed visitors, since there has been no 
change. 
A NEW COMEDY. 
A lexander Dumas fils has ju st had a 
new 
comedy, in three acts, played at 
th e T heatre Francais, b ut w ithout the 
slightest shade of success, as his usually 
fantastic characters are more fantastic than 
usual aud have passed the boundary of 
probabilities. 
The Countess L ionnette de 
H un is the non-recognized daughter of a 
king, who, being th e princely heir, fell iu 
love while at Paris w ith a young woman, 
whose conduct left m uch to be desired. 
So as to designate this father, who wished 
to rem ain incognito, he was baptized by 
persons surrounding him as the Prince de 
Bagdad, and his daughter inherited the 
same name, being called th e Princesse de 
Bagdad, the title of the prince. 
A man is 
found who wishes to m arry this girl (who 
inherits the instinct of pride belonging to 
her father and th e 
disorderly 
nature 
of her m other)—the C ount de H un, who 
had fallen passionately in love w ith this 
strange woman. 
A child is born of this 
couple, who is handed over to governesses ; 
he is six year9 old when this strange 
menage is presented to the public, ami his 
father and m other, entirely taken up w ith 
their life of luxury and dissipation, pay 
little attention to him. 
This pompous 
insouciance soon leads them to ruin, ami 
the audience penetrates w ith the downfall 
into this sum ptuous home of an atm osphere 
of irregularity and alm ost dishonesty. 
A 
man is there among the fam iliar compan­ 
ions of th a t strange house, a person not 
less singular than his host and hostess, a 
certain Nourvady, forty tim es millionaire, 
w ithout doubt the inheritance of th e lo rty 
Thieves, for one in this play is carried 
right into the m idst of the A rabian N ights 
Dreams. 
Lionnette has seventeen hundred 
thousand francs of personal debts, and her 
husband is in need of half a million to 
pay them . She talks of com m itting suicide 
by inhaling charcoal like any Bimple work- 
girl. 
N ourvady is passionately in love 
w ith the Countess, passionately and nobly, 
for he comes to her and calm ly says: “ You 
are obliged to sell your hotel ; I have 
bought another one for you on the Champs’ 
Elyseea, a little palace entirely new, which 
I have furnished in a sum ptuous m anner. 
You will there find in a little salon, for 
your pocket money, a million of virgin 
gold contained in an A rabian coffer of 


m a r v e l o u s w o r k m a n s h i p , 
W hich will alw ays be filled in proportion 
as it is em ptied. 
H ere is th e key of the 
hotel. 
You will come when you wish—in 
a year, in six m onths, to-m orrow . 
I shall 
be’ there to-morrow all day long.” 
Lion­ 
nette springs up furious under th is outrage, 


and throw s the key out of the window. 
B ut she was very careful not to call her 
husband or her servants to have th e inso­ 
len t man throw n out in the same m anner, 
N ourvady goes tranquilly out by th e dour, 
rem arking to th e Countess th a t th e w in­ 
dow opens on to th e garden, and th a t she 
will have no difficulty in finding th e key. 
J u s t then the C ount enters like a h u rri­ 
cane. 
N uurvady has paid his wife’s debts 
of seventeen hundred thousand francs. 
H e 
believes, and alm ost any one would, th a t 
his wife has been unfaithful to him , and he 
abuses her in a fearful m anner. 
And Lion­ 
nette 
becomes 
angry 
and 
indignant. 
A gainst whom? 
E vidently against th e in­ 
famous 
N ourvady, 
who dishonors 
her 
after having insulted h er! 
N ot at all. 
A gainst her poor husband, whom she chases 
off aud calls 
a fool. 
And 
th e 
next 
day 
after 
a 
nig h t 
of 
reflection 
she 
experiences 
an 
imperious 
need 
of an explanation. 
W ith whom ? 
D oubt­ 
less w ith th e unfortunate Count, whom 
she so cruelly treated th e evcuiug before ? 
N ot in the least. 
W ith the m iserable 
creature w ith the forty millions ; and she 
goes to him to dem and th is explanation 
iu the famous hotel containing the coffer ! 
N ourvady coolly proves to the Countess 
th a t he has dishonored her because he 
loves her, rn d th a t being dishonored she 
has no other resource th an to belong to 
him. 
She answers him th a t she is a 
king’s daughter, aud th a t she despises 
him. 
But a t this m oment a vigorous 
knock is heard at the d o o r; it is th e 
Commissaire de Police, brought by the 
husband. 
Then she allows her hair to 
fall upon her shoulders, partly undresses 
herself, and opening wide the doers, pro­ 
claims before the Commissaire de Police 
th a t she has scld herself. 
All these per­ 
sons, th e husband, the wife and N ourvady, 
are afterw ards found as though nothing 
had happened in the conjugal residence— 
the wile to get her personal goo ls, and 
N ourvady to seek the wife, for it is decided 
th a t they will sta rt off on a journey to­ 
gether. 
Thereupon the little boy enters, 
sees his m other dressed for a journey, 
and 
asks 
to 
be 
taken 
prom enading 
w ith 
her. 
“ No, let 
me go 
off,” Bhe 
says 
to 
him. 
The 
child 
insists, and 
clings to his m other’s drees. 
N ourvady 
draw s him away so roughly th a t he falls 
upon the floor. 
“ M iserable creature,” 
cries th e m other. 
She grasps N ourvady 
by th e throat. 
He, who a m om ent before 
spoke of m urdering everybody, is afraid of 
being strangled to death and escapes. 
“ Tell my husband to come here,” she 
says. 
The C ount arrives ; she throw s h er­ 
self a t his feet. 
“ I am innocent,” she 
exclaims. 
A nd th e C ount pardons her. 
As may be seen th e piece is full of 


IM PRO BA BILITIES, 
A nd is u nnatural from beginning to end. 
I t may well be asked how a m other who 
has scarcely taken any notice of her child 
in all its lifetim e finds so m uch m aternal 
strength on a slight provocation to the 
child as to alm ost strangle a maD whose 
forty m illions she w ent to take a peep at 
in his private hotel in|the Champs ElyBees. 
If it has been th e 
author’s intention to 
trea t of th e bizarrerie of a m other’s affec- 
tioD, he should first prove its existence, 
and no t leave N ature to perform all the 
task through a tour de forre. 
I t is more 
ju st to suppose th a t the author sought 
to 
prove 
nothing 
a t 
all, 
h u t 
th a t 
having 
fed 
his 
audiences 
for 
years 
past on im prohahilities and unhealthful 
food, he expected them to he a- greedy 
for anything he m ight give them , however 
distasteful it m ight be to th eir common 
sense. 
I recently asked a French critic, 
while discussing th e m erits, or rath er de­ 
m erits of the play, .where it was A lexander 
Dumas, fils, found his strange cl.aracters, 
w ith whom nobody 
else in th e w orld 
seemed to be acquainted. 
He does not find 
them , I was answ ered ; he invents them 
ont of his sick im agination, and how can 
you expect him to see and feel as we do, 
for he has never known w hat it is to have 
a family, and has never had any bringing 
up—he has m erely grown up behind the 
pcenes of theaters. 
Y et he possesses one 
thiDg for which he will always be adm ired 
and highly extolled by Parisians—he has 
esprit, an exprit fine, delicate and peculiar, 
a sort of exotic plant w hich refuses to grow 
anyw here else th an on the very sum m it of 
concentrated French civilization, and for 
th a t reason the plays of Alexander Dumas, 
fils, when carried beyond the wal¡6 of the 
capital, lose th eir flavor like good sauces, 
and appear w orthless r.nd indigestible. 
It 
is astonishing to 
perceive 
how 
much 
ado 
the 
French 
m ake 
over 
esprit, 
and 
in 
order 
to 
get a su;ff 
a t 
it 
are v. illing to wade through any q u an tity of 
m ire or be blinded by clouds of dust. Yet 
the 
esprit 
sprinkled 
throughout 
th e 
“ Princesse de Bagdad ” is not g- ing to suf­ 
fice for the partaking 
of tiie play by 
the public, and 
as it has received its 
death-w arrant on its first appearance it 
will doubtless he heard of no more. 


“ 
n a n a ” DRAMATIZED. 
Mr. Busnach, a well-known d ram atist, 
has dram atized “ N ana, ' which has lately- 
appeared at the Ambigú" I heater. 
This 
author has entirely erased all ti 
vulgar 
expressions and 
indecent scenes which 
seem to be the special prerogative of Zola, 
and the play so produced is not more re­ 
volting or more immoral than thoseof a gaod 
m any other authors. 
In ti e last act N ana, 
which role is played i ' a very pretty and 
well-known actress—-l ile. Massir. 
is seen 
in all the agonies of small-pox. and her 
face is so glued over » ith black aud red 
patches as to appear fearfully Da! and 
inspire the audience 
w ith horror. 
For 
this scene the p retty ae'ress consulted a 
num ber of persons and : hysicians as to 
the effect produced by .his disease, and 
it was on the 
recom mendation of the 
physician of the th eater th a t the present 
plan was followed, and it is one of the 
actors, well versed in sm allp -x m arks, who 
paints her face each evening. 
Ju s t as 
when Croizette created the tole of the 
Sphynx, some years ago, and was anxious 
to know how persons died from a certain 
poison, and for th a t purpose consulted all 
the principal physicians of the city. 
T he 
circum stance was so much talked about 
th a t it was stated science had revealed to 
the actress th e means of 'tu n in g from a 
w hite color to yellow, and then to green, 
and th e m ajority who saw the ¡day de­ 
clared th a t such phenomenon did 
take 
place, although, for my part, I could p er­ 
ceive nought but a p retty woman suddenly 
tu rn into a ghastly- pale, hom eiy-lookiug 
creature. 
I t seems the public are fond of 
seeing people die—on th e stage-—and no 
doubt they will rush to the A m bigú to see 
the p retty M ile. M assin die of th e sm all­ 
pox, ju st as they did to th e T heatre F ran ­ 
cais years ago to see the handsom e Croi­ 
zette die of poison. 
M any curious and interesting things are 
to be 
seen 
in 
the 
streets 
of 
Paris, 
and I confess th a t I never see a crow d 
w ithout pushing my way through to see 
w hat it is, if such can he done w ithout too 
much inconvenience. The -'tie r day, while 
on the boulevard Batiugrkdes, I pierced 
through one of these crowds to perceive a 
vcnerable-looking man, of large frame, long 
hair and beard—one of those rem arkable 
types such as seen in th e paintings of th e 
old m asters—seated on a chair a t th e porte 
cochere of a house, w ith his feet and lower 
lim bs swollen and bandaged, and resting 
upon a foot-warm er, as though cared for 
by same solicitous being. On his tw o knees 
rested a cat of ordinary breed striped 
som ewhat like his d istan t relative, and 
holding in his m outh a small basket con­ 
taining the pennies dropped by th e passers- 
by. 
On th e cat’s hack was a sm all ra t 
which did not seem in the least intim idated 
by the audience, and which ran beneath 
the cat’s chin, to there w ash his face and 
scratch his ears very m uch as “ T o m ” 
himself would do. 
Suddenly there ap ­ 
peared out of th e breast of th e old m an’s 
warm coat another rat w ith black and w hite 
spots ; he had a brass chain around his 
neck attached to the button-hole of the 
coat, and after gambolling over th e cat’s 
hack rushed back to his warm shelter as 
though he dreaded the cold. 
T he old m an 
then took out a flute on w hich he played a 
sweet, plaintive air, apparently m uch en ­ 
joyed by both th e cat and the rat.
